In late 1984, we put together a consolidated Volume I.

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Copies of Library Disks 

FOG members may purchase copies of the library disks 
from the FOG office if copies cannot be obtained through 
their local group. Individual disks are $5.00 each. Bulk or- 
ders or 10 or more disks earn a discount of $1.00 per disk. 
NO blank disks may be sent into the office to have library 
disks copied onto them. 

Shipping and handling charges are $5.00 per order or ad- 
dress. This $5.00 charge must be included with every order. 
Please be sure to include your account-membership number. No 
disk orders will be shipped without this number. 

For a listing of the programs and files in the library, con- 
sult the library column starting with issue No. 1 of Vol. 2 
(except No. 3 — December, 1982). The section of the library 
called -FOG/LIB includes the librarians’ descriptions from 
the library column of each issue and a catalog program 
which lists the name and disk location of each program 
(without any descriptions). 

In response to the many requests, we have published a 
typeset guide to the library. This has the descriptions of ev- 
ery disk in the library as well as the guidelines for library 
use. It is a loose leaf, binder punched volume. This format 
was selected to facilitate updates. Each copy will be in a 
portfolio. The price is $5.00 which includes shipping by 3rd 
Class (surface mail). Update pages will be offered approxi- 
mately on a quarterly basis. — 

Affiliated Members Organizations (AMO) may participate 
in a monthly update service. Only the librarian of an Affili- 
ated Member Organization may make arrangements to 
participate in-this plan. Contact the FOG office, P. 0. Box 
3474, Daly City, CA, 94015 (phone 415-755-4140) for fur- 
ther details. New additions will be sent to participants in the 
monthly update service as soon as copies can be made. 
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Rebates to Affiliated Member Organizations 

Rebates of 25% of the membership rate ($24.00) will be 
made to Affiliated Member Organization (A.M.0.) on behalf 
of eligible members. In order for an A.M.0. group to receive 
the rebate, the member must specify which group shall re- 
ceive the rebate. This designation may be made at any time 
during the membership year however, only one group may 
receive a rebate for a given member. 


No rebates will be made until a group is formally approved by 
the Board of Trustees as an Affiliated Member Organization. . 


Application for Affiliated Member Organization status 
must be made in writing and must be accompanied by a list 
of the officers — names and FOG membership number — 
and a signed copy of the group bylaws. For further details, 
request an AMO information packet. 

Rebates will be paid within two weeks of the Board meet- 
ing at which the group receives its charter. Subsequent pay- 
ments will be made on a quarterly basis. Refer all questions 
about rebates to FOG, P. 0. Box 3474, Daly City, CA, 94015- 
0474. 

The Board of Trustees has approved a minor change in 
the rebate policy for groups who are Affiliate Member Orga- 
nizations. If the AMO has a checking account, the treasurer 
may collect membership dues for renewing or new members 
and forward only $18.00 (plus appropriate postal sur- 
charges) to FOG. This allows the group to have immediate 
access to the rebate funds. Please note that the two require- 
ments for this change will be strictly enforced. Wo personal 
checks will be accepted. 
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Change of Address 

To request a change of address, send the label from a re- 
cent FOGHORN together with the new address either in an 
envelope marked ‘CHANGE OF ADDRESS” or on a Postal 
Change of Address Card to FOG, P. 0. Box 3474, Daly City, 
CA, 94015-0474. Please allow at least 30 days for a change 
of address to be effective. 

You should also request that the post office forward any 
issues that arrive before your address change is posted. You 
must tell the post office that you will pay forwarding 
charges since bulk mail is NOT automatically forwarded. 

FOG cannot be responsible for additional postage charged be- 
cause a member delays sending in a change of address.

If you want the new rates to take effect for your current 
membership, you may prorate the above charges for the re- 
maining term of your membership. For each month remain- 
ing, send 1/ 12th of the above rates. 

For those with U.S. addresses who elect to continue 
receiving their FOGHORN by Non-profit bulk mail, we have 
some suggestions for improving delivery. The post office 
guidelines say that bulk mail can only be traced by the 
recipient but that delivery in the San Francisco Bay Area 
should take about seven working days and to the East Coast 
about 15 working days. We are now taking the bulk mail to 
the post office before the first of each month. If you are not 
getting timely delivery of the FOGHORN you should contact 
your local postmaster. If he is unable to improve the situ- 
ation, there is a complaint form at each post office. We have 
been assured that all complaints are pursued promptly. 

We are now paying return postage for all undeliverable 
copies of the FOGHORN. This allows us to better identify 
problems. FOG will be responsible for costs incurred 
remailing a FOGHORN only if the member has provided us 
with the correct address in a timely manner. If we can be of 
assistance, do not hesitate to drop us a note listing all of the 
specifics.

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Back to Basics

NO! This editorial is NOT about programming! | am not very 
well qualified to discuss that topic (except in the archaic lan- 
guage of FORTRAN, and | am rather rusty at that). Basics in 
the context intended here means fundamental, elementary, or 
beginning. For FOG, basic means helping each other to learn, 
particularly newcomers, and working together in a cooper- 
ative, democratic fashion. 

| have had members mention to me that they do not attend 
FOG meetings much anymore. The reason given is they feel 
that the local meeting has evolved into a sort of social meeting 
for a certain “clique” (or sometimes the thought is even 
“elitist clique’). They believe that members show up mostly to 
see what is new in the Disk Library. Then, if there is no 
speaker or product demo, the rest of the meeting evolves into a 
pattern of many going home and some remaining to gossip or 
to verbally “show off” in some super high tech way. 

| suspect that one or more of these comments could be ap- 
plied to many of the local FOG meetings. | doubt very much 
that they totally apply to all meetings of any local group. The 
reason that | bring up the subject is my growing concern 
about complacency! 

FOG has done very well in its few years of existence. It ap- 
pears that we have helped a large number of people. That is 
great; because that is what we are all about! None-the-less, 
once a forward momentum is established, there can be a 
temptation to rest on the oars. | hope we will not loose sight of 
the fact that there are many newcomers still joining our ranks. 
They will need start-up help just as much as we did. Also, we 
all want to continue to learn more ourselves. With self-help 
and the help of each other, we will continue to learn. | 

50, the basic fundamental is to keep learning and helping 
others to learn; particularly the new computer owner. He/she 
needs help even more than the rest because of the initial start- 
up inertia we all face. 

Do you remember when you got your own first micro-com- 
puter? It was exciting but rather confusing for most of us. | 
had used remote terminals to program and use big mainframe 
computers — but this was a whole different ballgame al- 
together! | took the first class offered at the Digital Deli with 
Byron McKay as the instructor. | understood almost 50% of 
what he was talking about and it did help me to at least get 
Started; i.e. formatting, making back-up copies, etc. 

Would you believe that Gale had never used a computer be- 
fore she got her first Osborne? She had good sense, a logical 
mind, and fortunately some available time. She realized it was 
a new technical tool capable of doing a lot more than a type- 
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writer, cash register, calculator, etc. combined. She also re- 
alized that the only really good way to learn how to use a new 
tool is to experiment with it and to use it! She closed herself in 
with the machine for a couple weeks until she had it under 
control. Even at that she sounded mighty glad to find FOG. 
Like all the rest of us she continues to learn by experimenting 
and by exchanging knowledge with FOG members and other 
contacts. 

How does this relate to the complaints about the meetings? 
The point is that the meetings should be whatever you the lo- 
cal members want it to be. It is not for me to say that a Disk 
copying, Clique oriented, social club is wrong (or right). It is 
for you the members of the local AMOs and user groups to 
make of your meetings what you want of your meetings! In or- 
der to remain associated with FOG, your AMO does need to 
continue to uphold FOG’s avowed intent to provide computer- 
related education for the public benefit! | certainly hope that 
you would also keep as a basic or fundamental concept the 
desire to provide special help for novices and new members. 
Other than that the local meetings should be as you the mem- 
bers desire them. 

Of course, | do have some suggestions. Speakers and 
equipment demonstrations can add a lot to a meeting. No one 
speaker is likely to appeal to all of the audience. So a mix of 
hardware vs. software, high-tech vs. business, and other pos- 
sibilities should be sought. Many interesting possibilities are 
in every local area if you will just look beyond the obvious. 

Many persons will be willing to speak; so don’t be afraid to 
ask. The very worst they can do is say no. The local news- 
paper computer columnist is often very interesting. | once saw 
a slide presentation on manufacturing printed circuit boards 
for very high speed large main-frames. Not pertinent, but quite 
interesting! 

Any person experienced with a popular piece of software 
makes a good speaker for those interested in that particular 
software. Those who are unfamiliar with the software in ques- 
tion could learn a lot if they chose to stay and listen even 
though the subject might seem to technical for them! | am al- 
ways glad to talk, if there is a way for me to get to the meeting. 
| think most FOG board members are willing to speak, when 
available. 

Even though the magazines are full of product descriptions, 
there is nothing like the real hardware to look at, feel, and try 
out. Many manufacturers or local representatives are more 
than willing to provide a demonstration in order to get the 
added exposure. Sometimes you can even arrange a group 
discount. 

| think it is good to have an “open mike’’ period (called Ran- 
dom Access by the Homebrew Users Group). Let anyone get 
up and say whatever message he has for the group; whether it 
be news, non-commercial advertising, request for help on a 
certain topic, or anything else. A microphone is helpful, but 
not required. 

Your group might encourage Special Interest Groups (SIGs) 
which could all meet at one time in different areas of the meet- 
ing location. In a sense that often happens without the orga- 
nization of specific names. You need not know the subject to 
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lead the SIG. Some of the best have been formed by persons 
who wanted to learn about a topic he knew nothing about. 

In conclusion, is your local FOG group everything you want 
it to be? If not, do you know whose fault that is? When mem- 
bers complain about what is happening on the local scene, 
Gale and | give the same answer “If you don’t like it — Do 
something about it!’ We can provide information, advice, 
moral support, the Disk Library, and the material we have 
available. We cannot, and have no desire to run the local 
groups for you. That is your job. 

SO, get involved! Make your organization what you want it 
to be. If someone else is handling the mike, offer to help round 
up guest speakers. Plan speakers far enough (2 or 3 months) 
ahead that members can look forward to them and the speak- 
ers have time enough to prepare. Don’t forget to plan for help- 
ing the newcomer to your group, whether guest or new 


member. In other words — Get back to Basics! 
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Election Time Again

In my editorial this month | stressed getting back to basics. 
At the end of the first paragraph | mentioned “working to- 
gether in a cooperative, democratic fashion.” That was my 
lead in to the fact that we are approaching election time again. 
If you have not already received your ballot, you soon will. One 
of the most basic fundamentals in a democratic organization 
is voting! |“! Maybe | should have started FOG as a monar- 
chy!? Then | could have saved you all this trouble. | might 
even have been able to earn some money off of it as well! |*! 

The By-Laws state that FOG is a Non-Profit, Tax Deductible, 
Public Benefit Corporation run by a Board of ten Trustees. 
These ten choose one of their number to be President and 
Chairman of the Board, who then has no vote on the Board, 
except as a tiebreaker. The entire Board is answerable to and 
elected by you, the electorate. Every FOG member in good 
standing at the time of the election is entitled to vote. 

This is an annual election conducted in mid-March every 
year. We receive a lot of feed-back through the FOG office 
phones, letters, and the AMO officers, but this is your opportu- 
nity to really control FOG. Your Ballot, complete with state- 
ments from those running for election to the Board should be 
arriving by first class mail about the time of this issue. It is 
very important to you and to FOG that you be sure to VOTE! 
Read the statements carefully, then make your decision and 
return your selection for the Board. 

This year you are being asked to approve an amendment to 
the By-Laws which is intended to add in time more long term 
stability and experience to the Board. The amended By-Laws 
would cause each Board member to serve for two years, with 
only five being required to run for re-election at the end of their 
two-year term. Vacancies for any other reason would also be 
filled at the next annual election. 

lf the amendment to the By-Laws is passed, the two year 
terms would begin this year. The five nominees with the high- 
est votes would start off with two year terms. The additional 
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five nominees with the next highest votes would start with a 
one year term and would be required to stand for re-election to 
two year terms at next years election, if they so desired. 

We of the present Board feel this is a good way to assure 
experience and continuity on the FOG Board. It also seems a 
logical way to transition to the overlapping two year terms. We 
urge you to vote in favor of the amendment. 

FOG has grown quite large for a User’s Group organization 
(in spite of the apparent disregard of InfoWorld’s editorials). 
As one of the oldest and close to one of the largest such orga- 
nizations we are becoming noticed and even influential in the 
micro-computer industry. Therefore the choice of your Board 
of Trustees is an important matter, worthy of your most se- 
rious consideration! 

such a large and growing organization as FOG requires 
continuous, experienced staffing with experienced profes- 
sional personnel. Although volunteer assistance can always 
be utilized, there is much that can not really be handled on an 
ongoing regular basis by volunteer persons. Gale has been en- 
gaged for some time now, with the full support of the Board, in 
the salaried position of Executive Director for the FOG Office 
and Staff. For this reason she has chosen not to run for the 
Board this year and | applaud her decision. By the time you 
read this we should also have filled the advertised position for 
a full time Technical Support person. 

The reason we have the election in March each year, as 
some of you may recall, is to coincide with the West Coast 
Computer Faire. The interim Board finished the draft By-Laws 
in time to hold an election about this time of the year and it 
was felt that with many persons coming to the area for the 
WCCF we would be able to maximize physical attendance and 
allow nominations from the floor for maximum flexibility in 
voting. 

Last year it was brought to our attention by one of our as- 
tute legal members (Ben Cohen, President of CFOG) that we 
had overlooked a provision in California Non-Profit Corpora- 
tion law. That section, which applies here, requires closure of 
nominations for the board not less than 50 nor more than 120 
days before the election in the case of any corporation with 
more than 5000 members. We qualified (with 5000 members) 
just shortly before the last election. Fortunately, the need to 
disallow nominations from the floor did not cause any dif- 
ficulty. | must confess, an embarrassment at thinking ‘‘How 
can Ben be quoting California Law to us?” and then realizing 
that he was right. | think this would be and excellent place to 
offer my apology and appreciation to you Ben! | wish you had 
thrown your hat in the ring again this year, we need wider geo- 
graphic inputs for the Board. 

The result is that as long as our membership remains above 
9000 members and we are headquartered in California, we will 
not be able to accept any nominations (including from the 
floor) after the close of nominations 50 to 120 days before 
election. In many respects | think this is just as well. | agree 
with comments made in a letter from Ben that “‘. . . in a group 
the size of FOG . . . and with its geographic spread, a proce- 
dure which includes nominations from the floor does not allow 
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members who are not present at the meeting a reasonable op- 
portunity to select among candidates if any are in fact nomi- 
nated from the floor.” It is better that everyone has an equal 
opportunity to vote for all the nominees on the basis of their 
statement published with the Ballot. | wonder if it is even 
desirable to continue to present those nominees available at 
the Election Meeting to those members who can attend the 
Election Meeting, since it can have little effect on the overall 
outcome of the election. 

All the more reason that you should GET IN YOUR VOTE!!! 
The large number of members has now truly made ever per- 
son’s vote as important as everyone elses! So when you get 
your Ballot, look it over, read the candidates’ statements, fill in 
your vote or your PROXY, and get it back in the mail so your 


choice can be counted!

For those of you who will be in the San Francisco area the 
end of March or the beginning of April, the 10'° Annual West 
Coast Computer Faire will be held at Moscone Center. The 
Faire starts 10:00 am March 30 and closes about 4:00 pm 
Tuesday, April 2". FOG will have a booth but we still do not 
know how big or where exactly it will be located. If you come 
to the Faire, be sure to look for us. 

The most important point of this little article is to encourage 
you to participate in the election. If all else fails, vote! If you 
don't participate, don’t complain when things are not done to 
your liking.

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“Il was going to but... “

For those of you who religiously backup your work, for 
those of you who never wondered why the office staff was a bit 
harried in early December, and for those of you who think ad- 
vise is meant for the next guy, read no further. The words 
which follow are not for you. 

For those of you who have been members for a couple of 
years, word that the ‘December Jinx” has struck again will 
come as little surprise. On November 25th, just as we pre- 
pared to back up the system prior to printing the labels for the 
December FOGHORN, we suffered a major hard disk crash. This 
now makes three December issues in a row to have been 
greeted with a similar occurrence. 

Primarily because backing up the system takes over an 
hour each time (remember it has a 40Mb Hard Disk), we were 
in the habit of creating tape backups only once a week. This 
was a definite mistake. November, December, and January are 
the busiest months for the FOG staff. This is the time when 
most members join. It is also the time when most members are 
due for renewal. And let us not forget the Christmas shoppers 
(usually friends and relatives of the user) in need of sugges- 
tions and assistance. 


ADVERTISEMENT 


Were it not for the prompt and caring assistance from Ed 
Mentzer (Mentzer Computer Systems was asked by Bill 
Godbout to be our System Support House) who is now our 
CompuPro System 10 librarian and the technical support 
Staff, FOG members would not have seen a December 
FOGHORN in 1984 and the January issue would never have 
made it to the presses. 

Without backups, either on tape or hardcopy, the records of 
the FOG membership would have disappeared. As it was, we 
lost only the street addresses of a few new members. A few 
phone calls and some data entry and all was in order again. 
The FOGHORNs went out less than a week behind schedule. 

We learned a lesson though. We now create the backups 
daily. The software which comes with the Tape Backup allows 
the use of SUBMIT files for the operation. Lunch breaks are 
now structured around the backup each day. Anyone tempted 
to skip lunch in favor of getting ‘‘just a little more done” finds 
the system out of use. The peace of mind more than justifies 
the time. 

There is no way to overstate the need to create regular and 
systematic backups. There are many systems for backing up. 
| generally use the “rotating three’. Of every disk there is 
three copies. If the disk contains software, the original is ina 
bank vault, a ‘Master Copy” is where | can get it at 3:00am

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the night before the deadline — that is when disaster always 
occurs, and the ‘Working Copy” is with the computer. Note 
that the “Master Copy”’ is write protected and is used only to 
create a new ‘‘Working Copy”. 

If it is a data disk, the work | did in Session one (Session can 
be an hour, a day, or a revision level) is done on disk #1a. 
When | am finished with session one, | use NSWEEP to copy 
the files onto disk #2a. | use disk #2a for the second session 
and the ‘‘sweep”’ the files to disk #3a when | am finished. 
Editing for the third session is then done on disk #8a and, 
when | am ready to backup, swept to disk #1a. Session four 
finds me working on disk #1a and backing up on disk #2a. 
The cycle continues forever. 

Once a week, | format three new disks and ‘“‘sweep”’ all the 
files from disk #1a to disk #1b, #2ato #2b, and #3ato #3b. 
If it is a disk with really special files, another set (# 1c, #2c, 
and #3c) is done periodically. 

By ‘‘sweeping’’ the files at the end of each session, | keep 
the sector contiguous (if | have to recover a crashed disk, hav- 
ing the files contiguous simplifies the operation). By 
formatting the disks regularly, | reduce the chance of bad me- 
dia causing the loss of my data since | use FINDBAD (or simi- 
lar program) after each format and retire any disks with errors 
from use for important work. 

For me, the cost of disks and the time spent backing up is 
worth every penny and minute. In the days after | bought my 
first computer, backups allowed me the experiment without 
worry. As | became more knowledgeable, | became less fa- 
natic about creating backups. The trend has now been re- 
versed. It just isn’t a ‘saving’ to decide that there is no need 
to backup today. Then ten to twelve hours spent each week 
creating backups seems like a lot of time to spend when | go 
months without trouble. But it absolutely never fails that just 
when a deadline is approaching, the dreaded “jinx” will 
appear. 

Half of the calls which come into the office are pleas for help 
restoring lost data. ‘‘My child spilled coffee on the disk’; “I 
forgot the disk was there when | moved the phone”; up ve 
never had any trouble with my drives before’; “The electricity 
went out just as | was saving the file’. Even worse are the “| 
didn’t want to waste money on disks | didn’t really need” and 
“| don’t know how to make backups’’. 

Preserve your sanity and your files ... Backup frequently! 
Design your schedule so that you can do something else while 
backing up. When backing up with floppies, | read. When 
backing up with tape or cartridge, | eat lunch or run an errand. 
lf | can’t back up with either floppy or tape (only happens 
when | forget to order more) or | want additional security, | set 
the printer up and go to bed. Whatever the dreams | have, they 
no longer include worry about my data. | heartily recommend 


that all of you enjoy similar restful sleep.

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Please Participate in the Election 

Many members wonder why FOG goes to the effort and ex- 
pense of having an election. Others wonder why they should 
bother to participate. For the former, the answer is quite easy. 
Our bylaws and the laws of the State of California require the 
annual election. 

It is to those who do not participate that this letter is aimed. 
The Board of Trustees directs the course of FOG’s activities. A 
vote in the election is your opportunity to direct the activities 
of the Board. Take the time to study the nomination statements 
enclosed with the ballot. 

If you are uncomfortable selecting candidates for all the 
positions, select a proxy to complete your ballot. You may as- 
sign your proxy to any FOG member in good standing. The 
proxy form allows to specify those candidates for whom your 
proxy must vote. It also allows you to specify those can- 
didates for whom your proxy may not vote. If you leave these 
spaces blank, your proxy is responsible for filling in all ten 
choices. 

Also on the ballot is a bylaw amendment. This amendment, 
if approved by the membership, would change the election 
procedure. Currently, ten Board Members are elected each 
year. | regard this as a VERY unstable situation. 

If the membership approves the amendment, each board 
member (after the first year) would be elected for two year 
terms. Half of the Board would stand for election one year, the 
other half would be elected the next year. Transition is handled 
by the specification that the top five vote getter in this election 
are elected to a two year term, the next five are elected to a one 
year term. 

Vacancies, if any, are filled at the next election held. The 
election procedure was originally established long before 
there was any indication that we would see over 15,000 mem- 
bers. FOG is no longer a small club. Continuity is necessary for 
continued growth and the expansion of services. Approval of 
the amendment would provide for this continuity. 

PLEASE participate in the election. PLEASE vote in favor of 
the amendment.

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Personal Pearl 

| have been using the Exec for one year to manage my den- 
tal practice. The software that | use most is Personal Pearl, 
and so | have been waiting lo these many months for material 
in the FOGHORN to expand on my abilities and knowledge. At 
last, in the July issue there is a review of Pearl by Tom 
schneck (“Oyster Stew Notes on Personal Pearl’’). | sense that 
Mr. Schneck doesn’t like the software, or has not spent much 
time with it, so | thought | might add my opinion to the pot. 

| have no prior computer experience, and when | began 
digging through the Osborne users guide | wanted to give it all 
up. But after some days of frustration, | began to make some 
sense of it all. | don’t think the documentation is anywhere as 
good as the software itself, and this might scare many people 
away. However, | was more confused by dBASE II, so | went at 
it with Pearl. | have two excellent programs running my busi- 
ness. My Patient Management Program files insurance forms, 
sends bills, sends Xmas cards, etc. The database holds all my 
patient information, and cross-references eight forms. All 
data is entered by my “‘non-computer”’ staff. With Pearl, five 
forms may be open at once. There are about 20 reports asso- 
ciated with this database. | designed and installed the system 
after owning the Exec (my first computer) for three months. 

The other database | use is a one-write, accounting system 
which | also designed and installed using Pearl. | have two 
checking accounts, and the software generates checks, regis- 
ters, payroll reports, reconciles account, all tax info., quar- 
terly and annual expense reports, etc. 

since | am a beginner, | was in the dark about all this when | 
started. The people at Personal Pearl helped me with many 
problems, were always cordial; and always returning my calls 
quickly. 

As with any database, there are limitations, rules and regu- 
lations. It's true that the reports have to know how many char- 
acters are contained in a form data field, but Pearl provides 
easily printed “layout reports” which give all info. about the 
data fields. 

There is also an interesting utility available, from PearlSoft, 
called Pearl File Load. This program allows loading, editing, 
or deleting all or part of the entire database, useful for chang- 
ing a data through the entire database, or deleting entries for 
the previous year, etc. (File Maintenance must be done after a 
file load to compress the database.) 

| have since sampled other database software, and have 
found none better than what I’m using. | have just purchased 
the 16 bit version of Pearl, on MS-DOS for a Compag computer. 
This version allows 10 forms to be open at one time. It seems 
to run slower than the 8 bit version on the Osborne Exec, but it 
is more powerful. The File Load program, which produces a 
ASCII file, can be used (with a translator such as Media Mas- 
ter) to transfer a database from either version back to the 
other. Considering all this | think Personal Pearl is a very use- 
ful program, and worth more space in FOGHORN. |

| remember when good advice to a neophyte was: “Pick 
your software first, and then look for the computer that will 
best run it.’’ My advice now is “Check to find a User Group as 
good as FOG, and only if you can find one, choose equipment 
to fit.” 

My hat is off to FOGHORN s editorial staff and its many regu- 
lar contributors, including [Doug] Hurst, whose product re- 
views are refreshingly pertinent, despite the sharpness of his 
Criticism. His recent suggestion for combining a letter and en- 
velope as one sheet of paper, using a MailMerge program, is 
terrific. 

| feel guilty that | have not been doing my part to share 
some ‘‘shortcuts” — so here are a few [ 7an case, Osborne 1): 


Let Bernoulli do it! 

We all know that heat is the enemy of our hardware. Those 
of us with the tan 0-1 machines wince every time we see an 
advertisement for fans to fit the vents of the blue O-1’s and the 
Execs. And while there have been many reports of users who 
have drilled holes in the tan cases for fan vents, | don’t want to 
touch the innards of my machine as long as it keeps going. 

Since | use an external monitor, | have always located my 
OS-1 case on a little table that fits under the right side of my 
desk, with the desk top about two inches above the top of the 
computer case. A small fan, quietly operating at “low” speed 
is hung from the inside of the desk top, behind the OS-1 casing 
oriented to blow air along the underside of the desk and over 
the upward-slanting top surface of the OS-1 case. The fan by 
cooling the outside of the computer case, somewhat reduces 
the internal temperature of the rear lower section under drive 
A. But not enough! 

Recently | made two simple changes that have sharply re- 
duced the internal temperatures to the level that would be ex- 
pected with internal fan cooling: 


1) A short (one foot) cable extender permitted mounting of 
the COMM-PAC modem unit underneath the center of the OS-1 
case. This brought the top of the OS-case to within one inch of 
the underside of the desktop, raised the bottom of the OS-1 
case above the surface it rests on and emptied the left diskette 
pocket. 

2) | moved the entire OS-1 case backwards under the 
desktop so that the desktop extends about three or four inches 
forward beyond and above the face of the OS-1 case. Some 
cardboard panels are folded to fit between the top of the 0S-1 
case and the underside of the desktop so as to direct the for- 
ward flow of fan air directly over the top center vent on the 
front face of the computer. This flow of external air beyond the 
top of the front of the OS-1 case creates a corresponding flow 
of air through the center vent and the two lower vents in the 
face of the computer. The temperature drop is quite dramatic 
as the Bernoulli effect creates an internal circulation of air in- 
side the casing and through the front vents because of the ve- 
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locity changes of the external flow of air, as it flows under the 
desktop above and beyond the front of the OS-1. 


Oh say can you see? 

For computer hackers who are no longer YUPPIES but 
MUPPIES (Middle-Aged, Unable to Perceive Print In front of 
our Eyes without Spectacles), there are some unsolved prob- 
lems. Bifocal glasses are generally designed to provide a fo- 
Cusing plane of about 12 to 14 inches from our eyes through 
the lower segment of the glasses, which is fine for keyboard 
viewing and normal reading of material on the desktop. 

However, the upper portion of bifocals is set for a viewing 
distance of much greater than three feet. Proper placement of 
a twelve inch monitor should be at least 18 inches from the 
observer to limit his up and down neck movement. This mon- 
itor distance is just about the distance at which the display 
appears blurry through conventional ‘‘reading glasses’, 
when viewed through the lower lens section of bifocals, and is 
still unreadable through the top lens section. 

An optometrist made me a custom pair of bifocals, with the 
lower lens of customary power for reading, but with the upper 
lens segment shaped to provide focusing at the distance of the 
computer monitor screen. This lens was excellent for use at 
the machine, but was not useable for distant viewing when | 
would stand up and walk away from the computer desk. It did 
eliminate eye fatigue while at the keyboard of the computer. 

A special set of trifocal lens were then tried. The trifocal 
lens has a small middle segment set for intermediate distance 
of about between 18 to 30 inches. Unfortunately, the height of 
the middle segment is apparently a fixed industry standard 
and the useable vertical field of view through the middle seo- 
ment, when looking at the monitor is not more than about 15 
lines. Neck movement is still required to read from top to bot- 
tom of the monitor screen. However, the trifocal lens can be 
worn both at the computer and for general purpose use. And 
best of all, eye fatigue is minimized since papers on the desk, 
the keyboard, and the monitor screen, and distant objects are 
always viewed in focus. 

There still is a need for a trifocal lens with a middle section 
of greater height, so as to enable viewing of a twenty five line 
screen without requiring up and down neck motion. Has any- 
one found a practical solution? 


Where is the ink? 

The DAK mail order house advertisement of a quiet, 110 cps 
computer printer, with a standard centronics port for the 
Osborne, at a super close-out price of $199, seemed attractive 
enough. But a Docutel/Olivetti guaranteed, non-impact 
printer, operating by the dry ink jet process, with a 30 day trial 
period, looked like an wonderful purchase. 

And so it has been. When used for fast printing of drafts 
prior to a final Daisy Wheel product, the Docutel/Olivetti PR 
2300 is excellent. The sound of the printing action is almost 
silent except for a hissing sound as electrical sparks shoot out 
the spots of ink that make up the print. The specifications cite 
a horizontal resolution of 110 points per inch and a vertical 
resolution of 216 points per inch. 
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| found the quality of print, of lower case characters, to be 
less than satisfactory in final appearance, although that may 
be because the print almost invites comparison with daisy 
wheel letters. 

My first surprise, on receipt of the PR-2300, was that I only 
had to unplug my parallel-port cable from my Brother HR-1, 
connect it to the PR-2300 (same female printer socket) and the 
Olivetti started to print instantly from Wordstar 3.3. My WS 
3.3 disk had been installed by Tom Vyse (C & | Software) spe- 
cifically for the Brother HR-1 printer and the special com- 
mands for the Brother were not read by the Olivetti. Thus, 
further installation of the WS disc is called for to incorporate 
the Olivetti escape commands into an appropriate WS disk. 
Tom Vyse at present does not plan to furnish an 
Olivetti /Osborne WS Installation. | hope he changes his mind. 


DAK says that they hope to sell all 12000 of these printers. — 


The PR-2300 does come with a manual that gives the basic 
information for installation of all special requirements and for 
a graphics mode that | have not explored. | have ordered the 
ENHANCER from Sudden! Products to provide a printer in- 
Stallation of WS for the new printer. 

Since this Jet Ink Printer is apparently a discontinued mod- 
el, the degree of service and spare part support that may be 
expected from Docutel/Olivetti is somewhat questionable. 
The printer was shipped with a 90 day “‘limited warranty”’ of 
Docutel/Olivetti. An attempt to telephone their New Jersey 
service department listed on the guarantee card resulted in 
being told by the operator that ‘‘the telephone number you are 
calling has been disconnected and we do not have any other 
number’. It took many telephone calls to locate a 
Docutel/Olivetti office with information about the cost and 
delivery of the custom replacement ink units. 

In brief, | was told that Olivetti would only take orders for 
lots of no less than 60 ink cartridges at over $140 per lot. Each 
cartridge is about the size of a paper clip and as easily re- 
placed. The ink cartridge is advertised as lasting for as many 
as 150,000 characters, so an order for sixty seemed an exces- 
sive requirement. At that time, the Olivetti people could/ would 
not advise me of any distributor from whom lesser quantities 
could be purchased. However, sending a check to Olivetti for 
the sum they requested with an order turned out to be futile. 
Their sales office called up to say that they were returning the 
check because they would not accept any form of payment 
with the order, and that they did not know when delivery 
would be made against orders for the replacement ink car- 
tridges. It wasn’t their fault anyway, they said, because how 
did they know that anybody would want ink cartridges for ma- 
chines that their dealers had not been able to sell in the first 
place? 

By this time | have already used up three of the four car- 
tridges that came with the machine in as many months. For- 
tunately the latest DAKS catalog which just arrived now 
advertises packs of 4 ink cartridges at $7.00 per pack. DAKS 
hopes to ship on ink pack orders within the month. | have 
found DAKS to be quite reliable in the past and am confident 
that they will deliver. | am just surprised that Docutel/Olivetti, 
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a leading manufacturer, is less than user friendly. | hope that 
their policy improves before | require a Spare part. 

Because of the speed and relative quiet of the Ink Jet 
Printer, it is an excellent companion for draft purposes to my 
slow Daisy Wheel printer. Frequent unplugging of the 
centronics cable to each machine could damage the printer 
sockets so a Printer switch is advised. | also increased my line 
current surge protection to each printer and to the computer. 
There has been no TV or monitor indications of interference 
from the 4500 volt spark of the Jet Ink Printer. 


Blinkety blink. 

There have been several excellent articles in FOGHORN on 
WS patches to provide a blinking cursor, with some patches 
working on WS 2.26 and others working on WS 3.30. However 
| was pleasantly surprised to receive a “free” disk of Public 
Domain Software (III) from SPITE Software with the M. Joel 
Guerra program PATCHER. PATCHER is menu-driven and 
modifies CP/M to provide the blinking cursor not only on 
Wordstar, but on any other CP/M program run from the 
patched SYSGEN. Thus Amcall and Basic programs are also 
put ‘‘on the blink’. The cursor freezes when the computer is 
engaged with internal affairs, to blink again when the com- 
puter is ready to receive input. Is ‘‘Patcher’’ on one of our FOG 
disks? An additional advantage of the SYSGENed patch is the 
ability to print out directly unsaved data on the console screen 
with one command (~?), and to clear the screen with another 
command (~/). This same SPITE disk contains David [Doug?] 
Hurst’s program ANYCODE for WS installation of any printer. 


And wouldn’t it be lovely. 

| know that somewhere out there, somebody has pro- 
grammed a WS patch to automatically transpose the frequent 
typos we all make, using one simple command. It can be done 
by a Special Function Key using KB and KK block moves, but 
that is terribly slow. Any suggestions, hackers? 

Another to-be-desired WS patch would be a command for 
automatic sending of all erased letters, words, lines, etc., toa 
temporary buffer for recall as provided in some other word 
processing programs. This can also be accomplished by SFK 
and slow block moves. 

| will gladly serve as a Beta or even Gamma tester for such 
patches. And | can be reached via MCI telex, itself a fabulous 
deal.

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Anchor Signalman Mark XII Doesn’t Get Along With BYE 

The ANCHOR SIGNALMAN MARK XII has to be about the 
best featured (for the investment) modem on the market. It 
supports the HAYES style commands (almost) and although 
not 100 percent compatible with a HAYES, it does give a good 
performance. Still, if you are looking for features such as DTR 
control and the ability to control every aspect of modem oper- 
ation, the HAYES is the one you want. 

| bought my MARK XII about 5 months ago and after all this 
time | still believe | made a sound decision. 

Now, I’m going to buy a HAYES modem. 

You say, ‘““HUH?’’. After a few weeks of late nights and care- 
ful consideration, | have decided to buy a REAL HAYES be- 
cause of these features the MARK XII doesn't have: 


Controlled DTR 
Programmable Registers (S7-S16 not just thru SO-S6) 


And after more late nights, | have reached the conclusion 
that a bug (yes, a real bug!) EXISTS in the confines of the grey 
box! 


The problem: 

When attempting to use the MARK XII with a modem control 
program such as BYE (yeah the one that RCP/M’s use), it is 
necessary to disable such features as command echo, and 
RESULT codes. Well, as things go | found out that there is no 
problem disabling these features, but right away | noticed that 
the modem didn’t answer on the specified ring (the SO register) 
no matter what it was set to, 1 or 255 or any number between! 
Since my copy of BYE was set to make the modem answer on 
the first ring, it SHOULD answer on either the first ring or the 
middle of the second ring. But no, it wouldn't answer on any 
ring. So then | checked with a simple terminal program what 
the SO register was set to, no problem, it was still set to 1, the 
modem was supposed to answer. After still many more hours 
of thought, | looked at the S1 register (the one that counts the 
number of rings starting with the value in SQ and 
decrementing) and guess what! The count DIDN'T decrement 
with each or any ring. The count NEVER changed! And the 
modem won’t answer until the count reaches zero! 

So it was back to the BYE program to make sure all the 
setup Codes were being sent properly, no problem, they WERE 
being sent. And the modem WAS getting them (remember the 
terminal program tests?). Since the modem had auto-an- 
swered, after being turned on cold, | knew the electronics 
worked, and it still does. So | decided to eliminate some of the 
setup commands BYE issues one by one. And the most impor- 
tant one of all, Q1 (send NO RESULT CODES) was found to be 
the culprit. When removed or set to QO (send RESULT CODES) 
the S1 register would decrement and the modem would an- 
swer! Urrgh! 

We don’t want RESULT CODES sent from the modem be- 
cause with each one sent comes good ole’ ‘‘Mr. Carriage Re- 
turn” and his merry chum ‘‘Line Feed’’, and guess who looks 
for a CR or a LF, right, “Mr. BYE Program’! Starting BYE ask- 
ing, “How many nulls do you need?” 

This was crazy, so | checked everything twice, even a third 
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time. | knew | had found the reason for the modem not auto- 
answering. Now it’s time to call the service department at An- 
chor Automation. BIG MISTAKE! After getting some kid to 
listen to my problems, being put on hold several times and fi- 
nally told by the kid (get this!) ‘““That Q1 doesn’t disable the 
ALL the RESULT CODES sent” or “The BYE program was at 
fault for seeing the CR’s and LF’s and it should be modified’, | 
decided | needed a HAYES to compare my problems to. | bor- 
rowed a brand new HAYES SMARTMODEM 1200 for a week- 
end from a friend that works in a local computer store, | used 
the BYE program the way | originally had set it for. . . BINGO! It 
never choked, it answered the way it was supposed to. With- 
out RESULT CODES, on the first ring. 


Final conclusion: 

THE BUG. The MARK XII doesn’t decrement the S1 register 
when the ‘Q1’ option is selected. It does when ‘Q0’ is selected. 

Hey, you guys at ANCHOR AUTOMATION, | don’t think your 
technical help is quite up to snuff on product service. At least 
the kid | talked to wasn't. 

For anybody that has considered buying the MARK XII for 
its speed and ease of operation, go for it. But trying to use one 
for setting up a RBBS, or RCP/M may be more hassle than its 
worth.

| called the other day to find out if Media Master would work 
between a Texas Instrument PC (MS-DOS) machine and the 
Ozzie. | was told no because the TI writes on both sides of the 
disk. 

That is true, but there is a way out. The other night at a 
friends’ house | discovered exactly what it is. You can format 
the Tl to be a 9 sector single sided floppy and from there on 
you're in like flynn. 


To Use an Oshorne Data Disk as a Texas Instrument WordStar Disk 
1. Start with a single sided 9 sector disk from the Tl. Use MS- 
DOS 2.11 and write:format B: /1 on a clean disk. 


2. Put Tl 9 sector disk in Osborne’s B drive. 

3. Put Media Master disk in Osborne’s A drive. 

4. Call up Media Master by writing, at A> prompt: mm 
5. Take out Media Master disk (it is now in memory). 


6. Put the Osborne data disk you want to copy in drive A. MAKE 
SURE THAT THIS IS A BACKUP COPY. DO NOT USE THE 
ORIGINAL JUST IN CASE! 


7. Type 4 (LOG IN A NEW DISKETTE) and hit © (return). 
8. It asks you what drive, A or B. 
9. You write A and hit ©. 
10. Once you do that it comes up with a list of formats. 
11. Hit Aand © (Osborne double density). 


12. It will come up saying ‘‘insert disk in drive A and hit re- 
turn.” Since you already have the disk in drive A just hit 
=. 


13. Then it will come up with a list on the screen of all the files 
on the data disk. 


14. Hit any key so that it takes you back to the main menu. 

15. Now we have to tell it that we have the TI disk in drive B. 

16. Choose #4 on menu. 

17. Log in drive B. 

18. It comes up with a list of formats. 

19. Choose #F (IBM PC-DOS 2.0) and hit ©. 

20. It tells you to put your disk in B. Since your disk is in B just 
hit any key. 

21. It logs in and gives you a directory of the main menu. 


22. Once you are in the main directory, choose #1 (COPY 
FILES). 


23. It will ask you what the file name is (It says ‘“‘filespec? 
d:filename.ext)’. 


24. You write the disk drive, filename and extension like so: 
a:elaine.com. 


25. Then it will ask for the destination filespec. 
(d:filename.ext) What it means is the disk drive, filename 
and extension it is going to. 
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26. Write it! and press ©. It'll copy. 


To Use a TI Data Disk as an Osborne WordStar Disk 
1. Everything is the same except put TI data disk in drive B 
and formatted Osborne disk in drive A. 


2. The source is now drive B and your target (where you are 
going to copy to) is A. 


3. Everything else is the same. 


PLEASE NOTE: If you want to use an Osborne file that has since 
been changed into a TI file - Make sure you copy it from the 
Single sided 9 sector disk to a regular 2.11 disk. Otherwise 
you will get screwed up sometime in the future!

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A few tips: 

On using WordStar without using WSMSGS.OVR. | men- 
tioned recently that | don’t use WSMSGS.OVR with WordStar 
and that the only annoyance | have found is when | stick an 
improper dot command in the middle of the file such as .PL or 
.MT etc. Not that | would want to do this, but | have, (acciden- 
tally pushed the wrong function key) and it does become quite 
a chore to move the cursor around one of these improperly 
placed dot commands as WordStar seems to be hunting 
WSMSGS.OVR all the time. The solution is to place a zero 
length file named WSMSGS.OVR on the WordStar disk. Simple 
enough. Now, even when such an error exists, WordStar 
seems Satisfied that WSMSGS.OVR is there and is not looking 
constantly for it. While the above example is highly unlikely to 
occur, there may be other times that the zero length file will 
solve such problems. Perhaps someone out there knows how 
to patch WS.COM so that it will not even look for 
WSMSGS.OVR? | tried zeroing out what | thought was the call 
for it at the patch label DSKTNA: but it didn’t seem to make 
any difference. 

| have patched my WordStar’s overstrike character to be 
the slant bar (/) and | do a ~QA (search and replace) on all ze- 
ros like so: 

OPTIONS? UGN 


FIND? 0 REPLACE WITH? ~ XOX 


Ignore case and re- 
place the entire file 
w/0 asking.

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Fix for Phantom Lines in WordStar 

On some Osborne Ones, “‘phantom’ lines sometimes ap- 
pear while using WordStar when scrolling or inserting a line: If 
you don’t know what | mean, you just don’t have the problem. 
lf you do, read on. The problem seems to be due to something 
Sluggish in the Osborne video logic. The fix is relatively sim- 
ple: patch WS.COM to send a redundant command to make 
sure any inserted line is cleared, and give the Osborne display 
some extra time to respond to WordStar. 

At the WordStar label LININS (address 027Bh in WordStar 
2.26), change the code from 02h 1bh 45h to:04h Tbh 45h Tbh 
O4h. 

lf you still get phantom lines, change DELCUS (02AEh in 
version 2.26) from OAh to OFh and DELMIS (02AFh for 2.26) 
from O5h to OAh. This slows down the screen updating 
enough to allow it to catch up with WordStar. 

You can make these patches using DDT or the WINSTALL 
patching utility, or you can ask someone to do them for you at 
a users group.

The Brother CE-50 Electronic Typewriter is capable of 
underlining, boldface printing and overstike. All that is 
needed to do this in WordStar is to set the printer option as a 
teletype like printer that can backspace. 

Control codes for these features are given in the manual for 
the IF-50 interface box and may be used in BASIC programs to 
provide these features when not using WordStar. 

The Brother HR-15, HR-25 and the Dynax 15 and 25 will ac- 
cept all WordStar print commands including dot commands 
for line spacing, character pitch, as well as sub and super- 
script, overprint and proportional spacing (proportional space 
printwheel needed) - if the printer option is set for the Diablo

| run my printers on the parallel output from the O-1, but 
there should be no difference when using a Serial output. 

The Radio Shack Printer Interface Selector works well in the 
parallel version as a transfer switch between two computers 
and two printers, allowing either computer to use either 
printer.

Several persons have mentioned to me that they have been 
unable to set up the <CTRL> number keys on the Osborne 
Executive. Possibly others have had the same difficulty. 
As | like to set different margins for different letters and 
documents in WordStar, | have found the way to set the keys 


‘for one stroke margins is to go to “set up” and, after the de- 


sired number key, put the following: 


<CTRL>OL<SPACE>5<RETN><CTRL>OR 
<SPACE>60<RETN> 


which will look like this: 
“OL 5 O70R 602 


[remember to hit the ESC key twice after the last >] 

This is for [a left margin at column 5 and a right margin at 
column 60], but any numbers may be substituted. It is impor- 
tant to put a Space between the L and R and their respective 
column numbers. The key will not work as desired otherwise.

In using SuperCalc 2 on my Osborne Executive | could not 
use the Execute command file to go to a different print mode 
So | used the function keys but then it would always stay in the 
setup mode of the Output command but | wanted it to continue 
with more commands — to print out 2 copies of my report for 
one example — | have found a way that works fine for me and 
maybe there is someone out there that would be interested in 
knowing about it. 

| simply start the Function Key command string with the Ar- 
range command using an area that contains NO information so 
as to not disturb anything in my report. Usually there are a few 
lines at the top or bottom of a report that can be used. This is 
the only way | have found.to get out of the Setup mode other 
than by doing it manually — But you are limited to 70 char- 
acters in your command string. The following is a sample 
Function Key command string to print out 2 copies of the same 
report in compressed print and then return me back to my 
spreadsheet. 


/ACB,95:8,AN/0DA1:054,SS~] © P > /0DA1:054,SS"] OP © 


You could of course Zap completely out by simply adding 
/Z,Y or go on with other commands up to a total of 70 
Characters.

| have been a member of FOG since January 1984 and nave 
found the FOGHORN to be very useful and contains consider- 
able helpful information. One item in particular which was ad- 
vertised in the April 1984 issue, | have found to be especially 
worth the investment and wanted to bring it to the attention of 
the FOG membership. This is a spiral-bound book entitled 7HE 
OSBORNE PRIMER, by David Goodfellow. 

This manual is full of “how-to” information; even though 
written mainly for the new Osborne 1 user, experienced 0-1 
and Executive owners should find it very useful. It covers sub- 
jects such as WordStar (techniques and patches), SuperCalc, 
dBASE II, telecommunications with Comm-Pac, Personal 
Pearl, etc. | found particularly interesting the chapter on hints 
and kinks on a variety of subjects (especially how to change 
the default values for justification and page numbers in 
WordStar).

According to my Epson MX manual instructions for dot 
addressable graphics in BASIC programming, codes 9 and 13 
cause trouble on the Apple; codes 0, 10, 11, and 12 on the 
TRS-80. Code 9 also acts up with my Osborne 1. You get 
around the difficulty by bypassing the CHR$ function and 
POKEing 9 or 13 or whatever “direct to the printer driver in the 
computer memory’. Addresses are given for the POKE for the 
Apple and TRS-80 but | have not been able to find anyway to 
send code 9 (which actuates pins 1 and 8 together) from 
within a BASIC program on my Osborne. Phone calls and vis- 
its to dealers and distributors have produced nothing. Letters 
to CompuSoft who published the cutesy manual which invites 
you to send them your questions, produce a form letter telling 
you that their contract with Epson has expired and 11 hex to 
dec translation which they got wrong on p.B-2. Letters to 
Epson produce form letters telling you to call your dealer.

WordStar has to know 
what the name of that program is. If you simply change the 
name of WordStar using REN the memory location in WordStar 
that has the name of the WordStar program doesn’t get 
Changed, so when returning to WordStar after running a pro- 
gram you'll get a message that WordStar couldn’t find the pro- 
gram it was looking for. 

A number of schemes for disconnecting the Osborne 1 in- 
ternal monitor have surfaced. The best | have seen is the 
COOL-IT® from Mark Witt. For reasons which will become ob- 
vious it only works on 80 column machines which have the 
RCA jack added for external video. For $15 Mark gives you a 
replacement video shunt that cuts off the power to the tube. 
Stick the replacement in (while the power is off!) and you have 
a cool tube. Put some Velcro® on the old plug and keep it along 
the edge of your case and when you go travelling and want to 
turn the screen back on you just switch the plugs. (Witt Ser- 
vices, 494 Boughton Road, Bolingbrook, IL 60439) 

Bernard F. Gaffney, Jr., wanted information on 
OTSETUP.COM. Both it and the accompanying DOC file are in 
the CFOG library and I’ve put copies on this disk for the FOG 
library in case they are not there — they should be. (| can't 
find my FOG library list at the moment.)

A copy 
of M70D-5.ASM, which is the overlay for the COMM-PAC is on 
this disk for the FOG library.

Disk Switching Procedures 
in CP/M and MBASIC 
by Dennis B. Rabinovitz 


CP/M (Control! Program/Monitor) is the operating system 
for the Osborne and is used to control the various components 
that make up the computer system. It controls not only the 
built-in keyboard, screen, and disk drives but accommodates 
printers and additional input/output devices by assigning 
these physical components to “logical units”. The automatic 
nature of CP/M activities frees you from these control duties 
but requires you to inform CP/M of changes you may make in 
the system.

When you first place a disk in a drive, CP/M logs-in that 
disk. If you then switch that disk without informing the operat- 
ing system, the attribute for the newly entered disk will be 
switched from READ-WRITE (R/W) to READ ONLY (R/O). 
CP/M will allow you to read from the newly entered disk and 
will not issue an error message if you continue to READ ONLY. 
When you attempt to save information on the new disk [i.e. 
WRITE], however, CP/M will prevent you from saving the data 
because it is protecting the contents of the disk as READ 
ONLY. The system issues the error message: 


BDOS ERR on d: R/O 


(meaning Basic Disk Operating System error on drive “d’”: 
READ ONLY) and returns to the CP/M command level. Return 
to the CP/M command level is recognized by the A> prompt. 
If you are executing an MBASIC program at this time, the pro- 
gram and data in memory will be lost. You can prevent loss of 
data on your disk, however, by entering a ~C (control-C) at this 
time. The operating system will return another A>. 

These problems can be avoided by ‘‘logging-in’” each new 
disk. First, be sure you are in the CP/M command level noted 
by the A> prompt, then switch disks, and enter a ~C.

Well, 
yes it does. The sorting table can be found on (3:32) and 
<3:27>. Upper and lowercase entries should not affect 
sorting but will affect indexing. | recommend setting the 
‘caps lock” or “alpha lock” when entering data. This will 
assure avoiding upper vs. lower case problems. “‘It takes up to 
many disks” was another complaint. | will describe how to in- 
Stall the double density version 1.06 that comes with the 
Executive. In doing so, | hope to show why it uses ten disks. 

When you install Pearl, you should have SIX program oper- 
ation disks, three sample databases, and one installation 
disk. You need to start by formatting ten disks. COPYSYS or 
SYSGEN, as appropriate for your machine 7 of them.

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Notes on How to Use MDM730 
by Irvin M. Hoff W6FFC

It can still be easily used with other external modems with 
manual dialing such as the bell 212A, Racal-Vadic, etc. It sup- 
ports up to two long-distance dialing systems (such as ‘MCI’, 
‘SPRINT’, ‘TYMNET’, etc., for touch-tone dialing systems). 


Introduction: 

MDM730 enables a computer to communicate with another 
computer. This is normally done by using standard telephone 
lines, with special audio tones sending serial data. Two com- 
mon speeds are used, depending on the facilities available — 
300 Baud or 1200 Baud. A “‘modem” is used which provides 
these audio tones. MODEM is an acronym for ‘‘modulator and 
demodulator’. The one section (modulator) provides the audio 
tones for sending over the telephone line and the other section 
(demodulator) then converts those audio tones back to digital 
pulses the computer uses to receive the incoming data. 

The modem itself is a hardware utility, usually costing 
around $75 to $200 for a typical 300 Baud device and from 
$250 to $800 for a system offering 1200 Baud as well as 300 
Baud. Some of these (such as the PMMI S-100 modem board) 
plug directly into the computer itself, while others are totally 
independent of the computer and use an interconnect cable 
(usually a RS-232 type) to control the external modem. A Bell 
212A is an excellent example of this type modem. Other exam- 
ples would include the Racal-Vadic, Hayes Smartmodem, U. S. 
Robotics and Signalman Anchor. 

The program discussed in this guide allows each computer 
involved to directly control its own modem, converting DC 
pulses into audio tones which are sent to (or received from) 
the telephone line. The standard 1200 baud transmissions use 
“DPSK”’ (dibit phase shift keying) instead of “AFSK”’ (audio 
frequency shift keying). 

For short distances, no modems are required as the com- 
puter can provide the necessary digital voltages. This discus- 
sion is centered around systems intended for use over 
distances ranging from several miles to literally around the 
world. 
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Features: 

Program to communicate with another computer can range 
from very simple to very complex. MDM730 is one of the more 
complex such programs available today. It started in 1977 as 
a relatively simple program. It was called MODEM at that time. 
lt was intended to be used primarily as a means of exchanging 
programs with other people in other cities. Since that time a 
number of other (very useful) features have been added, in 
addition to improved methods of program transfer. A list of 
some of the features offered by this particular program 
include: 


1) Ability to talk with another computer via keyboard at each 
end. (Called the “terminal mode’’.) 

2) Ability to operate a remote mainframe computer such as 
TYM-SHAR, or special data bank systems, now common- 
place. This includes ‘‘bulletin board” systems for receiv- 
ing, sending or just reading messages or other types of 
information. 

3) Ability to upload (Send) or download (receive) programs 
from other computers whether TYM-SHAR, data banks, 
remote hobby systems or just another individual in an- 
other location. 

4) Ability to copy incoming information on a printer. If the 
printer is too slow to copy the data directly, the extra char- 
acters back into a large storage buffer until they can be 
printed. 

9) Ability to copy incoming data into memory for automatic 
transfer to a disk file. 

6) Accommodates any computer clock speed up to 25.5 
MHz., in 0.1 Mhz. increments for uniform results. (The 
clock speed is actually of modest interest, it is only used 
for setting timing loops.) 

7) Advanced type of error detection (CRC or Cyclic Redun- 
dancy Check) using automatically generated high-speed 
lookup tables. 

8) Ability to send any of 11 different pre-programmed func- 
tion keys. (These keys are very easy to reset, using a spe- 
Cial external program.) 

9) Automatic disconnect from the telephone line when using 
“N (control N), or ““X”’ as an option during file transfer. Two 
other disconnect commands with the PMMI modem. 

10) Additional features of special interest to those using the 
PMMI 103 S-100 plug-in modem, the U. S. Robotics 
300/1200, the Anchor Signalman Mark XII, the Hayes 
smartmodem 300 or 1200 or other ‘“‘Hayes-compatible”’ 
modems. Those features basically include automatic dial- 
ing and redialing (if requested) until the other computer fi- 
nally answers. 

a) Automatic selection of a particular phone number from a 
library of names and numbers. (These phone numbers 
can be very easily changed by using a special external 
program.) 

b) Automatic dialing for alternate long-distance systems 
(where auto-dialing touch-tone modems are used). 

c) Entry of a hand-typed number. Although it might be as 
simple to manually dial the number as hand-type it, the 
number can then be automatically redialed indefinitely.

Using the Program the First Time: 

For now, we shall assume the program is ready to use on 
your equipment. (Normally the user must make some modest 
changes to the program before it can be used. This includes 
changing the port numbers and some other personal options. 
These will be covered later in the section that describes how 
to adapt it to your equipment.) 

When the program is brought up it shows this display (if 
using the PMMI modem): 


MDM730 - (type M for Menu) 
Version for PMMI S-100 modem starting at port: COH 


B) COMMAND: x

The cursor stops at point “x’’ waiting for some sort of com- 
mand. Typing a “M” followed immediately by a © (return), 
shows the first page of a 4-page help guide. If you do not have 
a PMMI modem, you would have seen this (or a customized 
heading for your particular equipment): 


MDM730 - (type M for Menu) 
Version for Non-Pmmi modem 


B)) COMMAND: 


In this case only a 3-page help guide is used, since the 4th 
page is used to assist those with the PMMI modem. It tells 
them a little about changing from originate to answer mode, 
how to change Baud rates, how to disconnect, etc. 

Several commands are similar to those already used for 
CP/M, such as ’ERA’, ‘DIR’ and the ability to change disk 
drives and user areas. This adds tremendous flexibility while 
remaining in the modem command mode. To change disk 
drives, just say: 


B) COMMAND: A: 


and you are in the same user area on the A: drive. You can also 
Say: 


A)) COMMAND: A: 12 2 


to change user areas. When finished (using this example), 
Say: 


A12))COMMAND: CPM © 


and you will go back to CP/M with the original driver and user 
area. 


Options: 

There are 6 primary options and 13 secondary options that 
may be typed on the command line. In addition there are over 
35 commands ranging from single character to three char- 
acters that can be used (such as DIR, ERA, LOG, etc.) Those 
are listed on the menu. (The exact number varies depending 
on whether or not you have the PMMI modem.) 


Primary Options: E, L, M, R, S, T 
E = Echo mode (special type of full duplex) 
L = Local modem (no remote echo, half duplex) 
M = Menu display showing features that are available 
R = Receive a file from remote facility 
S = Send a file to a remote facility 
T = Terminal mode (full duplex, echo provided remotely) 
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secondary Options: A, B, D, J, 0, Q,R, S, V, X, 0, 1 

A = Answer mode (used only by PMMI modems) 

B = Batch mode — allows automatic multiple file transfer 
(This is normally only used from modem-to-modem as 
no RCP/M system supports batch mode file transfers.) 

D = Disconnect when done, stay in MDM730 

J = Command mode when finished with a file transfer 

O = Originate mode (used only by PMMI modems) 

Q = Quiet mode, special purpose feature rarely used except 
if operating through a “BYE” program. 

R = Receive data shown on CRT during file transfer 

S = Send data shown on CRT during file transfer 

V = Visual inspection of an ASCII file being transferred. 
Not often used as most ASCII files are now 

“squeezed” for minimum transfer time and disk 
space. 

X = Exit to CP/M when finished, disconnect from phone 
line 

0 = Odd parity (PMMI modem) 

1 = Even parity (PMMI modem) 


Although you can get the following information from the 
help guide in MDM730 itself, showing it here will allow us to 
discuss the various features in somewhat better detail.

Going down the list: 


? — Shows current parameters. As these are closely tied in 
with some of the other options, we shall show a typical 
example later in this discussion. 

— Shows the function key intercept character. This may be 
easily changed using an external program. (You may pre- 
fer ‘escape’ or some seldom used character.) 


~ 


NOTE: Typing this character while in the command mode will 
display all the programmable function key definitions 
with the exception of the log-on string which uses “L. 


M — Shows the menu a page at a time. You may abort after 
any page is shown with a ~C. 

E — Terminal mode with echo. When talking with another ter- 
minal also using MDM730 (or a comparable program), 
one of you must send an ‘‘echo-back”’ so you can both 
see what the other person is typing. This is needed for 
full-duplex operation. Usually the person originating the 
call will type “E”’ instead of ‘‘T’’. However either may do 

this. If “both” use the echo mode, the program usually 
Starts typing a string of feedback characters since both 
computers are re-Ssending the same character over and 
over. You can stop this by just returning to command 
mode (type ~E) and then retyping “T”’ rather than “‘E”. 

L — Terminal mode with local echo. Shows what you are typ- 
ing but does not send an echo of the other person's typ- 
ing back to him. Can be used at both ends, in place of one 
person using ‘‘E”. Both “E” and “L” are useful at times 

for some types of modems that do not use full-duplex, or 
for some main frame units that run half-duplex. The com- 
bination of “‘T’, ““E” and ‘‘L” gives an excellent choice to 
use on various systems. Normally the ““T’ mode is suffi- 
cient except when talking with another person and then 
the “E” mode at one end or “‘L” mode at both ends will 
provide normal results. If the remote system does not 
supply a LF after a CR, you can get that from the ‘TLF’ 
command. 

T — Puts the program directly into ‘‘terminal mode’, allowing 
it to send from the keyboard to the other computer, and to 
copy anything coming from the other computer with the 
exception of file transfers (use “‘R”’ to receive those). 

R — Used only for receiving files from the other computer. 
These are usually sent in binary form with either 
checksum verification or more commonly, CRC (Cyclic 

Redundancy Checking). If ready to receive another file, 
you have several choices, depending on the program 
used by the other computer. After notifying him you are 
ready (or will be very shortly), you can type: 


B))COMMAND: R HELLO.DOC © 


and when he starts to send, you will receive the program 
which then goes directly to the disk. 


[Using this command, the filename given (HELLO.DOC in this 
example) can be anything the receiving party wants it to be, 
including the filename the sending party is using. In other 
words, when using the R command, the person receiving the

file dictates the filename by which his or her computer will 
store the file. David 


You could also have said: 
B) COMMAND: RB 


This is called the “Batch mode’ and is an extremely use- 
ful way to receive programs automatically, from another 
computer using a similar program. He will use the batch 
mode for sending the programs and that automatically 
provides the filenames at the receiving end. In this man- 
ner, large numbers of programs can be transferred com- 
pletely automatically, including full disks. (ASsuming you 
care to pay the toll calls for the time it will take!) 


NOTE: The ideal way to receive batch mode would be: 
B) COMMAND: RB 


since you may not know in advance how many programs 
he will be sending. 


NOTE: While receiving a file, any errors will be shown on the 
console CRT, indicating that portion of the program is 
being repeated. If the file finishes transferring nor- 
mally, it will have been received error-free. Those error 
notices are merely to let the user know a momentary 
problem caused a resend. The error messages indicate 
phone line quality. 

S — Used only to send programs. Similar to ‘‘R” but sends 

instead of receives. If the other system is ready to re- 
ceive, you could then type: 


B) COMMAND: § HELLO.DOE © 


It will tell you how many records are involved and how 
many minutes and seconds it will take to send the pro- 
gram. If the other system is ready to receive, it starts the 
transfer, showing how many records have been sent. 


[Using theS command, the sending party must specify the ex- 
act filename of the file to be sent. Obviously your computer 
won't tolerate the use of any filename that it can't find. David| 


lf any errors occur during transmission, it shows what 
they are and counts them. It will resend any records not 
correctly received at the other computer. If too many 
consecutive errors occur (normally set at 10), the trans- 
fer is terminated. The ‘batch mode’ may also be used for 
sending: 


B) COMMAND: SB HELLO.” (sending batch mode) 


will send all files starting with HELLO, or can send just 
one file, or can send several non-related files in this 
manner: 


B)) COMMAND: SB HELLO.DOC XDIR.COM TERM.™, etc. 


Be sure to put a Space between the various files. You can 
include the ‘X’ option: 


B))COMMAND: SBX HELLO.* MDM730.LBR MDM730.AQM 
When the file transfer is completed it disconnects from 
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the phone line and reverts to CP/M. This allows you to 
be absent when the file is finished, offering an advantage 
when sending lengthy files.

DIR — List directory and space free (may specify drive)

Discussion of Help Guide, Page 2: 


CPM — This returns to normal CP/M use, abandoning 
MDM730. It does not do a warm reboot unless se- 
lected on your overlay, saving time. 


CAUTION: It does not disconnect the modem from the phone 
line, which allows intentional return to CP/M 
temporarily. 


DIR — Enables the user to see the library of any disk without 
needing to return to CP/M first. Can be adjusted when 
installing the program to show 3, 4, or 5 groups 
depending on the width of your CRT display. Normally 
set to 5 for 80-column displays. Shows the amount of 
disk spacing remaining on the logged-in default drive. 
(You must log in any drive you wish to write on, or to 
see the correct free disk space remaining.) See the LOG 
feature below. 

ERA — Enables the user to erase any files from any disk with- 
out the need to return to CP/M first. Wild cards (* and 
?) accepted. 

LOG — When a new disk is inserted, you can see the directory 
and read files from it but cannot write to it without get- 
ting a “BDOS ERR’. This command allows you to log 
in a new disk so you can immediately write on it with- 
out first returning to CP/M for a warm boot. You can 
select drive and user number. (This also enables DIR 
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to show the correct free disk space remaining.) You 
Can Say: 


LOG > for same drive, user area, new disk 
LOGA 

LOG A: 

LOG Ai4 (user areas are 0-15) 

LOG All: 


SPD — Sets the delay between characters and/or delay be- 
tween lines in the ‘“T’’ mode when using ~T to upload 
a pre-typed file. Since most bulletin boards and TYM- 
SHAR systems normally use line editors that require a 
delay after they have received a line, you can add de- 
lay between characters (in increments of 10 ms.) 
and/or enter delay between lines (in increments of 
100 ms.). This is preset for most systems at 50 and 
500 ms. They can be changed at any time. Current 
values can be checked by using the “?” command. 

TIM — This option lets you set the file transfer time from 110 
Baud to 9600 Baud. You can preset it (when installing 
the program) to the value normally used, but at times it 
is nice to be able to conveniently change the time 
shown to a different rate. Some initialization routines 
(discussed in the install section) can make this 
change automatically. This command does not show if 
using the PMMI* board as the speed is automatically 
changed to agree with the current Baud rate selection. 
It also does not show if the custom overlay uses the 
SET command to choose various Baud rates as the 
transfer time is changed automatically. 

TCC — Most modem programs originally used simple 
checksum verification of received sectors. Most 
now use Cyclic Redundancy Checking which finds 
certain transmission errors the simple checksum 
system might overlook. This toggle allows the user 
to select checksum for those systems known to not 
offer CRC. When set normally to CRC, the program 
automatically switches to checksum after trying 
several times to use CRC. 

TLC — Nearly all computers use ‘‘control-characters” to do 
various tasks such as move the cursor around, clear 
the screen, reboot the system, etc. You might want to 
send a ~E character to the local computer and not 
have it go to the remote system at the same time. Say 
a moment later you would like to send a ~E only to the 
remote computer. You would do this: 


a (goes to local computer only) 
control-- “E(goes to the remote computer only) 


You can reverse the TLC toggle causing this response: 


"iE (goes to remote computer only) 
control-- “E(goes to the local computer only) 


All other control characters would operate in a similar 
manner. This gives extra flexibility in using this pro- 
gram for special systems like TYM-SHAR, etc. 


rs 
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NOTE: If using control-~ is awkward, you Can pick a different 
character when installing the program initially. 


TLF — If sending a file while in terminal mode (via ~T option) 
most mainframe computers will not want you to send a 
line feed. As all editors include the LF after CR, you 
have the option with this toggle of sending or not 
sending a line feed. If typing manually in the “T” 
mode, you can get a line feed with “J. It is automati- 
cally included after CR with ‘‘L’ or “E” modes. 

TRB — Allows the rubout char. to be changed to backspace if 
desired. 

TXO — Used when uploading pre-typed text files to other sys- 
tems such as TYM-SHAR or bulletin boards, etc. Most 
of those have line editors that take a moment to move 
the line you just finished from their edit buffer into 
memory. The XOFF character halts your system from 
sending until it is ready for a new line. Used only in the 
terminal mode. 

NUM — Not shown if using PMMI*. This shows the non- 
PMMI™ people the phone library numbers which can 
be used for manual dialing. 

SET — Not shown if using PMMI, or if SETUPR is set to “NO” 

(indicating no user routine in the overlay for choosing 
different speeds.) 


[Used to set your modem baud rate. With my Hayes 
1200 Smartmodem, | enter SET 2 as my first com- 
mand and, in response to the subsequent question, | 
type 12002. That turns the modem’s HS (“High 
Speed”’) light on and the program is ready for another 
COMMAND.. David) 


BYE — Disconnects the modem from the phone line, closes 
any file that may be open and returns to CP/M. 

CAL — PMMI* command, shows the phone library for auto- 
dialing. If not using a PMMI", this will not be shown, 
instead NUM is shown. It displays the telephone li- 
brary. (Non-PMMI users will find the NUM display 


beneficial as it can display useful phone numbers for 


manual dialing.) 


NOTE: Use the phone number overlay to easily change the 
numbers that are stored. This overlay also accesses 
up to two alternate long distance dialing systems for 
the touch-tone auto-dialing modems. You can also use 
an external program called M/LIB to rapidly change 
any phone numbers. 


DSC — Disconnects the modem from the phone line whenever 
selected. 

DEL — If copying incoming information into memory, and you 
decide you do not want to bother saving it to disk after 
all, this closes (and then deletes) the disk file you had 
opened. 

WRT — Saves what you have been copying to the disk file al- 
ready opened for that purpose. When returning from 
the ‘‘T” mode to command mode, a warning is shown 
that you may lose what has been saved unless you 
use WRT (write to disk). 
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The Help Guide, Page 3: 
Local Commands while in Terminal Mode 


“~@ — Send a break tone for 300 ms. 
~B — Change Baud rate (PMMI only) 
“E — Exit to command mode 

“L — Send log-on message 

“N — Disconnect from the phone line 
“P — Toggle printer 

“Y — Start copy into buffer 

“R — Stop copy into buffer 


Start & Stop may be toggled as often as desired. A “‘:” [on 
screen| at start of line indicates buffer is copying. XOFF 
automatically used to stop input when writing full buffer to 
disk, XON sent to resume. 


“T — Transfer ASCII file to remote 
““ — (control-~) Send local control character to remote.

~@ — Sends a break character to the other computer. Used in

~B — PMMI command, changes the Baud rate from 110-710, 
in addition changes the file transfer time accordingly. 

“E — Returns to command modem from “T”’, “L’, “E’’ modes. 

“L — Will send the log-on message if TRANLOGON is set YES 
and a message has been included in the LOG-ON area. 
Can use this feature to sign on various bulletin board 
systems, although that would require an identical pass- 
word on each. 

“N — Disconnect the modem from the phone line. (~D had 
been used for this command, but it was too easy to 
accidently type ~D when expecting to hit ~S or “E or 
~X. You can easily change this to whatever you like in 
the overlay you use for your equipment.) 

“P — Toggles the printer on-off. Very useful feature. Similar to 
normal ~P but in this case if the modem is running faster 
than normal printer speed, the characters just back into 
a special buffer while the printer tries to catch up. Most 
dot matrix printers are considerably faster than most 
telephone modems, however. Can be toggled at any time 
you are in the “T’’, “L’ or ‘“E” modes. Often used to 
copy items from bulletin boards, etc. that are not worth 
permanently saving on disk. 

“Y¥ — Used only in terminal mode. If a file was opened prior to 
going to ‘‘T’’ (terminal) mode, nothing will be saved un- 
til “Y is typed. This places a ‘*;” (Semicolon) at the start 
of each new line, indicating the memory is “hot” and is 
now copying for saving to a file. You can toggle this off 
by using “R. 


NOTE: To open a file use: COMMAND: T FILENAME.EXT © and 
then ~Y and ~R will control what is copied to be placed 
in that file. 


“R — Stops the copy into memory, shuts off the “;” at start of 
each line. These two commands (“Y to start, and “R to 
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stop) control what is being saved. When returning to 
command (via ~E), you will then be warned to save the 
information to disk via the WRT command or it will 
likely be lost. (You may never use “R although “Y is re- 
quired to commence saving to memory for the disk file 
you previously opened.) 


(These commands — “*P, “Y and “R give MDM/30 
tremendous versatility. You can copy incoming data ei- 
ther to disk or to printer (or both). My own printer is a 300 
Baud Teletype Corporation Model 43, yet it works great 
when | am using the Bell 212A at 1200 Baud. The printer 
falls behind, but misses nothing as it eventually catches 
up with the contents of the large buffer.) 


The Help Guide, Special PMMI Page: 
Additional Subcommands for PMM! Modems 


Modem control: 
A — Answer tone for send or receive 
0 — Originate tone for send or receive 


Parity options: 
1 — Set and check for odd parity 
0 — Set and check for even parity 


Both ends must be capable of these options which are 
available only in R and S modes. The parity checking will 
be part of the file transfer protocol. 


Speed Options: 
After entering your primary and secondary options, you can 
set the modem speed by placing a ‘*.” after the options fol- 
lowed by the speed e.g., 300, 1200. 


EXAMPLE: SBOT.600 will set the modem for 600 baud. 
Hit any KEY to CONTINUE 


Discussion of Help Guide, Special PMMI Page: 
When using MDM730 with the PMMI board, you will either 


dial out or (far less likely) answer some incoming call. Since - 


the unit will be in “originate mode” about 98% of the time, it is 
set to automatically come up in the originate mode at default 
speed (300 Baud) whenever a call has been completed. If you 
want to use answer mode, you need to use the “‘A’”’ command. 
lf a speed is not included, it will stay at the default speed. 

Until a connection has been made, there are no tones ap- 
plied to the line. Originate tones at 300 Baud are automatically 
added at that time. 

In addition to telling the PMMI modem if it should use origi- 
nate or answer tones, you can tell it what Baud rate to use. A 
typical command (once connection is made to another 
modem) would be: 


B) COMMAND: 0.600 > 


This puts the tones on the phone line for originate and at the 
same time sets the PMMI board for 600 Baud. Another typical 
response might be: 


B)) COMMAND: RAB.450 © 
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This places the answer tones on the phone line, sets the 
program for receiving batch mode at 450 Baud. It returns to 
the terminal mode when the transfer is completed. 

Other optional PMMI commands seem self-explanatory, 
such as disconnect, etc. 


PMMI, Anchor, Hayes and Robotics Auto-Dialing and Auto- 
Redialing: 

There are several very useful and versatile features offered 
for the PMMI, Anchor, Hayes and Robotics users. These in- 
Clude alternate long distance dialing systems. 

There are several ways to auto-dial. 


1) from the command line 
2) from the phone number library line 


In addition you can auto-redial from either of these lines. 
Once the number has auto-dialed and there is no answer, it will 
ask you if you want it to continuously auto-redial until it does 
receive an answer (or you decide to abort). 

To get the phone library, type CAL © on the command line. 


“You then normally just type the alphabetic character at the 


start of the appropriate line. It will show the number being 
dialed. You can also do this from the main command line if you 
know in advance what alphabetic character is associated with 
that particular number: 


B))COMMAND: CAL PO 


This calls up the “P”’ line in the library and dials that num- 
ber, then if busy asks if you want it to continue redialing. You 
can use: 


B)) COMMAND: GAL 313-749-6569 O 


and it will dial the number specified. You can then do either of 
these on the library command line, as well. This gives a 
tremendous versatility. 


NOTE: To access the alternate long distance dialing systems 
(up to two are offered), use the phone number overlay 
and fill in the information regarding your access num- 
ber, billing number, etc. It will then show how to enter a 
special character ahead of each phone number where 
alternate long distance system is desired. This only 
works where touch-tone systems are in use. 


Cascading Commands: 

several commands may be used on the same line. Ones nor- 
mally used are: A, B, D, E, J, L, 0, Q, R, S, T, V, X(and Baud rate 
if PMMI). 

A typical PMMI selection might be: RABQJ.300 


The commands have been listed previously but will be 
listed here again: 


A) Answer tones for PMMI S-100 modem, puts tones online. 

B) Batch mode (must be used at both ends if used at all) 
(usually only available modem-to-modem with operators 
present at each end.) 

E) Echo mode for conversing with a system not offering 
echo. 

J) Will return you to the command mode after a file transfer. 


o 
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L) Local echo shows what you are sending if no remote 
echo. 

0) Originate tones for PMMI S-100 modem, puts tones 
online. 

Q) Quiet mode, suppresses messages On local console. 

R) Receive file transfers with CRC or checksum protocol. 

5) Send file transfers, also shows transfer time. 

T) Terminal mode — operates computer at other end like a 
remote terminal. Also stands for ‘‘text mode’. When in 
“T” mode you can copy incoming to printer or to disk, 
and send pre-typed ASCII text files via ~T. 

\V) Visual — lets you see incoming ASCII files while being 
sent T to the disk system. 


NOTE: The Baud rate is only used for the PMMI S-100 modem. 
Many of the custom overlays allow use of the SET com- 
mand to change Baud rate with non-PMMI modems. 


Typical Parameters Shown by the “?” Command: 
B) COMMAND: 2? 2

Discussion of Typical Parameters Shown by the “?” Command: 

By this time, most of these parameters are self-explanatory. 
They primarily show how the options and toggles have been 
set. The user can check on any of the major parameters at any 
time by: 


1) Typing *E to return to command mode and 
2) Typing ? to see the list of current parameters. 


Function Keys: 

There are 10 function keys which may be easily pro- 
grammed with an external file called M7FNK.COM in just a few 
moments. It makes the changes directly to the MDM7/30.COM 
file. (There is an additional ~L log-on selection that is 
programmable in your overlay.) 

To view the contents of the function keys, type ‘M’ for menu 
while on the command line and it will show the character cur- 
rently used for the function key intercept. (It will be ~’ unless 
you select another.) You could then type that character (fol- 
lowed by ©) on the command line and it will display the entire 
contents of the function keys. 


Changing the Phone Number Library: 
The phone numbers in the library may be easily changed 
using an external file called M7LIB.COM. This permits any of 
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the 36 phone numbers to be changed in only a few seconds. It 
works directly on the MDM730.COM file. If extensive changes 
are to be made, you may prefer to use an overlay file called 
M7NM-6.ASM. This permits using your editor to make quick 
and selective changes, or to substitute an entire new library. 
(You may need to add or remove things like ‘1-’ for long dis- 
tance dialing in your area.) That file also is used to set the al- 
ternate long-distance dialing routines for SPRINT, MCI, 
TYMNET, etc. 


Retry Option: 

The consecutive error limit has been set to 10. When 
transferring files from RCP/M systems their XMODEM pro- 
gram aborts should this limit be reached. Each overlay has an 
option previously called ACKNAK. This has bee renamed to 
RETRY. It should be set NO if working RCP/M systems or other 
computers with a program similar to MDM/7. 

If using large mainframe computers (such as ARPANET), 
they do get busy at times and will not accept additional in- 
formation. This may give timeout errors at your end, but not at 
the mainframe. If RETRY is set YES, after 10 consecutive er- 
rors it then asks if you wish to reset the error counter and keep 
trying. It should take some 100 seconds to get 10 consecutive 
errors in this situation. 


Installing the Program: 

Although this is obviously the very first thing that needs to 
be done, it was saved until last for several reasons. The most 
important of these was the need to first explain what some of 
the options will do when selected. 

By this time the user should have a fairly good idea what 
options would work best for him. When looking at the begin- 
ning of the program where the these are selected, it should 
now be rather easy to pick the ones that are most useful. 

There are various ways to change the program to suit a spe- 
cific user. You are offered several methods. The “easy way’’ is 
to get the MDM730.COM file plus the appropriate overlay for 
your computer. You then edit the overlay (if needed) to suit 
your local needs, assemble it to get a .HEX file then use the 
simple instruction and DDT.COM to combine the standard 
MDM730.COM file with your overlay. The front end of each 
overlay contains all the information in the front of the 
MDM/730 source code itself. (Read the special message that 
gives the latest information and tells how many sectors to 
OAVE, the illustration says 66 sectors, but the program has 
grown since that time.) 

Generally no changes need to be made in specific overlays 
unless you have some particular requirement different from 
others using the same equipment. (Such as the log-on mes- 
sage, for example.) You may also wish to say “YES” to the 
AUTODIAL question, which might be currently set “NO”. 

The ‘“‘hard way” would be to get the 158k MDM730.ASM 
source code and then edit it to suit. This is likely to be quite 
unsatisfactory for most users as it will not contain the in- 
formation peculiar to your computer (which is in the individual 
overlay you Select otherwise.) 

Thus various methods are available, one of which should 
provide the easiest method for your system.

MDM740 Modem Program, 


General Information 
by Irvin M. Hoff W6FFC 


| had thought MDM730 was going to be the last in this se- 
ries. | recently got my first autodial modem (A Racal-Vadic 
VA212PA). It has some features few other modems have, one 
of which is the ability to auto-link any of the 15 phone num- 
bers it can store, in any sequence or combination. | fell in love 
with that feature immediately and decided | could do the same 
thing with the modem program itself. Hence MDM740 seemed 
very worthwhile and | was certain it would be well received. 

This also offers the opportunity to fix a few trivial things 
that have recently been noticed even though they were appar- 
ently around since MODEM/ days. 

Adding auto-linking is an entirely new ball game! It gives 
the user a maximum opportunity to contact any of a group of 
numbers, although it greatly simplifies calling just one num- 
ber. It also offers an unique choice of options as illustrated be- 
low. The same program is now equally effective on either 
mainframes with log-on messages or RCP/M systems that ex- 
pect some user-typed characters to commence the operation. 


Auto-Linking Phone Numbers 

If the number you want to dial is busy, you would like to 
have it automatically redialed until it answers. However, you 
might like to call any of a group of numbers and be happy to 
take whichever one first becomes available. Auto-linking al- 
lows a group of numbers to be listed and they are then 
continuously dialed one after the other, until one is available. 

MDM740 permits from 1-32 numbers to be linked together 
in any way. There are two options: 


B) COMMAND: CAL A,D,R,3,Z (1) 
B))COMMAND: CAL F, (2) 
B>)COMMAND: GAL A/D/R/3/Z = (3) 
B>)COMMAND: CAL F/ (4) 
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B>)COMMAND: GAL A,D,A,R,A,3,A,Z (5) 
B))COMMAND: CAL F (6) 


1) Using a comma (,) will beep continuously when connected 
to the first available number — touching any key stops the 
beep and goes to terminal mode. 


2) Just the one number is linked to itself and redials until con- 
nected. Beeps continuously until stopped with any key. 


3) Using a slash (/) will beep only once when connected and 
then automatically go directly to terminal mode — this is 
useful where some mainframes such as IBM and UNIX send 
a log-on note assuming you are already able to copy as 
soon as connected. 


4) Just the one number is linked to itself and redials until con- 
nected. Beeps only once and goes to terminal mode. 


9) Illustrates how one number can be given top priority. 


6) System used previously — if connected on first try, beeps 
One time and jumps directly to terminal mode. If no connec- 
tion, asks the operator if he wants to try again or try 
continuously until a connected is made — at which time it 
beeps until a key is depressed. 


Additional Changes to MDM740 

1) If the disk filled while in the terminal mode and copying to 
disk, the FCB file name was being closed instead of the 
FCB3 file name. That has been fixed. (It must have rarely 
occurred as has been that way for several years. Now it 
can't happen.) The original system was developed for nor- 
mal file transfer and this oversight was never noticed. 


2) The command line backspace has been fixed — that dates 
back to MODEM/ days. If a “character was accidently 
typed, and you backspaced, the cursor would move, fre- 
quently moving “too far left’. Fixed now for normal 
cperation. 


3) Several changes suggested by Ron Fowler and Bob Plouffe 
for batch mode transfer when using BYE and checksum 
operation. 


4) Problem with the alternate long distance dialing (Sprint, 
MCI, etc.) fixed. Added a short delay between the digits ina 
phone number when sent to the modem to allow the al- 
ternate dialing systems to work properly. (Previously a 
problem on many modems.) (PMMI modems not affected.) 


9) Ringback fixed to work properly whether hand entered 
numbers or from the main table via a single character. Of 
interest mostly to PMMI users, although some intelligent 
modems can detect rings when dialing and can call 
ringback numbers. (Are there are such things still in 
existence?) 


6) Those using autodial will no longer see any +++ ATH 
ATD etc. Instead you will see messages (Busy for Anchor), 
No Connect, On Line, etc. when connected. An error prints 
Abort. Each attempt now has its own line — this seemed 
more appropriate when using linking, plus looks better with 
the messages added. 
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7) Several other quite trivial changes such as adding a copy- 
right notice, modest change in the menu when displaying 
the function key intercept character, etc. (An ESC showed 
as “[ previously.) 


NOTE: ALL NORMAL OVERLAYS WILL WORK ON MDM/740. 
SPECIAL OVERLAYS THAT ARE VERSION DEPENDENT 
THAT WERE USED WITH MDM730 WILL WORK ON 
MDM740. THOSE SPECIAL ONES (SUCH AS FOR THE 
MICROMODEM, NOVATION, OSBORNE COMM-PAC), 
ETC. WILL NOT OFFER AUTO-LINKING UNLESS FUR- 
THER MODIFIED. 


If ‘,’ or ‘/’ are not Suitable: 

We use the comma and the slash for delimiters on auto-link- 
ing. If you to need to use the comma to get out of the local ex- 
change, you can change either of the delimiters to something 
different: 


O4FD 2F ASCII / (slash) 
0502 2C ASCII . (comma) 


Patch to go to Terminal Mode Quicker: 

If going directly to terminal mode and it still takes too long 
to adequately receive sign-on messages from IBM or UNIX 
mainframes, try one of the following two changes: 


MOD1 067F 06 02 CD to C3 9B 06 
O69F C2 7E 19 to C2 18 16 
O6A6 CA 7E 19 to CA 18 16 

or 

MOD2 0966 CD 8301 to (C3 18 16 


To Exit ‘CAL’ More Quickly 
If it seems to take too long to exit the table of telephone 
numbers with a simple ‘return’ check the following byte: 


04F4 91 to 9D 


Patch to Slow the Function Keys: 

Currently the function keys send a character and wait for an 
echo. Since some people use 1-2 of the keys for secret pass- 
words for mainframe use (where the characters are not 
echoed back), there has to be a compromise between the 
length of time you are willing to wait for the echo character to 
be returned. Normally it is returned very shortly after it is sent 
but on some systems it may take longer. It is currently set to 
wait a maximum of 200 milliseconds. (A normal character 
takes 33 milli-seconds at 300 baud). If this is too slow and 
takes too long to submit your secret password try this change:

some characters from showing on the CRT under normal use. 
If the original setting is still too fast, and you do not use secret 
passwords which are not echoed, you can use this change:

This will wait up to one full second for the character to be 
echoed back and should be quite satisfactory on even the 
slowest systems.

Patch to “UNDO-J”’ 

In past years when copying a file, you needed a lot of char- 
acters on the command line when using MODEM/. That pro- 
gram was explicitly for use with the PMMI S-100 modem. 
Times change and so have modems. As recently as a year or 
SO ago, even without a PMMI modem you had to say: 


B)) COMMAND: ROT 


to receive a file with CRC and then jump to terminal mode 
when finished. If working modem to modem, only one person 
could do this, the other had to be in echo mode and he had to 
wait until the file was finished and at that time say: 


B)) COMMAND: E 


to go to echo so the two of you could talk via the keyboard and 
discuss the name of the next file to be sent, etc. What a nui- 
sance. That has been fixed so now the person receiving the 
file says: 


B)) COMMAND: R 


and this assumes CRC protocol and will automatically return 
to terminal mode upon file completion. This allows him to se- 
lect ‘E” or “T” or “L” originally. This has never been possible 
prior to MDM730. It is one of the finest features recently 
added, as no “RT” or “ST” is needed. 

This gives several advantages. Allows automatic and sim- 
ple use of modem-to-modem between two systems. As soon as 
you see the transfer is done, either party can start typing with- 
out saying ‘‘are you copying this now?” (Standard query prior 
to MDM730.) It also gives a standard format since when using 
XMODEM on RCP/Ms you only say ‘‘R” or “S” for normal CRC 
use — now you have the same commands for MDM740. Fi- 
nally the more advanced RCP/M systems now use the 
XMODEM9O series, which tell you how long you have been on 
the system as soon as the file transfer is done. You can see 
this with the older programs when using “‘RT’’ but it is now 
automatic with only the standard ““R”. 

To placate those who want to return automatically to the 
command mode instead of terminal mode, there is now “RJ” 
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or “SJ”. (Of course you can easily type a “E if you want to go 
from terminal mode to command mode after the transfer is 
done.) 

HOWEVER, there seem to a few die-hards who are so used 
to the “RT” and “ST” they don’t care for the ‘‘R” or ‘‘S’’, so 
here is how to “UNDO-J”’ to return to the older method requir- 
ing “RT” or “ST” to go to terminal mode upon file completion. 
This mod defeats the useful feature added in MDM730, but if 
you insist, here tt is:

Summary: 

lam CONFIDENT that using the linking method just one time 
will have you wondering why it was never offered ‘‘years 
ago’’. My excuse is | always hand-dialed the Bell 212A modem 
until | recently got the Racal-Vadic and saw how simple it was 
to add auto-linking.

Been to your local newsstand lately? Wall-to-wall computer 
magazines! We need a ‘‘DISK FULL” message invoked. 

And let’s face it, reading most of that stuff is like watching 
TV, there may be a nifty gem here and there, but you sure do 
have to wade through a lot. And, don’t you somehow get the 
feeling that somebody is trying to sell you something? And, do 
you really want to know all about the 73 newest Apple games? 

For a refreshing, stiff breeze that will air out this mess a bit, 
try the Whole Earth Software Review. 

This magazine is determinedly oriented towards the intel- 
ligent “end-user’’; that probably the majority of folks who fall 
between the “just tell me which button’ and the “‘l just wrote 
1,000 lines of assembly language’, types. No ‘Wire your 
Motherboard to the House” or “Build your own Computer with 
only 4,000 Soldering Connections’ here. Mostly, good, solid 
reviews of soft- and hard-ware which definitely give a good 
picture of what it’s like to run the program/ machine. 

In addition, there is considerable reflection upon the com- 
puter as a TOOL, its place in our lives, and on the nature of the 
industry — perspectives rarely found in the usual off the shelf 
magazine. 

The magazine is put out by the folks who “do” the Whole 
Earth Catalog and Coevolution Quarterly. For those of you who 
know these publications, this description should sound famil- 
iar. The Review is drenched with the style and voice of these 
publications, and a most provocative style it is. 

It is difficult to do that style justice, but here’s a try: 
provocative, intelligent, thoughtful, pithy comments, the kind 
that when you read about your own program/machine, you 
say “That's exactly right!” 

The writing is also opinionated, cock-sure, and ex cathe- 
dra. Ah — yes, there are times when the ‘‘Truth” gets a bit 
irritating. One sometimes wonders if living at Gate 5 (an “in” 
reference for you [San Francisco] Bay Area familiars) auto- 
matically connects a person to the Delphic Oracle. (No, this is 
not a new “‘software package ’’.) 

However, for all of that, it’s never, never boring; you never, 
never wonder if there’s spiff money — There is no advertising. 

Let me borrow from the Whole Earth style of book-review- 
ing, and provide some illustrative quotes: 
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“It's a pretty self-occupied industry that refers 
to its customers as ’end-users.’ (In sardonic pro- 
grammer jargon, ‘user’ frequently is re-phrased 
‘loser’.) No surprise, then, that we are burdened 
with industry-based language for describing soft- 
ware: ‘word-processing’, ‘database’, ‘CAD-CAM’ 

. etc.” “| compare using a word processor to 
living with somebody. You go into it with all kinds 
of enthusiasms, and things are wonderful. Then, 
you see other word processors promising more . . 
. I think... that a choice of a word processor is a 
major life decision, and no one can afford . . . to 
play the field just because a reviewer . . . thinks 
GUTENBERG or PERFECT WRITER is nifty”. 


(From ‘‘Why the IBM PC is a Lousy Standard for the 
Industry’): 


. . IBM’s sales were eight times their next 
closest competitor, DEC. And the $2 billion they 
spent on research and development... was more 
than all but five competitors generated in total 
1982 revenue .. . If IBM were a country, its ‘gross 
national product’ would be larger than all but 35 
of the world’s nations. That would make IBM 
larger than Pakistan, Chile, or the Philippines.” 

"Good Lord, do they know how to sell. If IBM 
put a ten-foot whip antenna and optional raccoon 
tail on its next computer, it would not only sell ev- 
ery one it could make, but whip antennas and rac- 
coon tails would become the ‘industry 
Standard’.”” 


Get the flavor? A bit expensive ($5 an issue!, but no ad- 
vertising, remember?) — give it a try. 

And, if you've never seen Coevolution Quarterly, by all means 
pick up a copy of that too; you won’t be bored.

stop here and read another article if you only use WordStar, 


superCalc, and/or dBASE II, and do no programming. This 
book is not for you. 
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Still here? This book from Osborne’s ‘‘coming back into 
business sale” is $45. ‘‘Well,” you think, “what book can be 
worth $60?” ($45 for the book, $10 for the handling per user 
group, and $5 for postage). You obviously have not seen this 
book! There is no index (“Yes,”’ you say, “‘like Osborne's man- 
ual, this is made hard to use by the lack of an index.’’) NOT SO! 
This manual has a very elaborate table of contents, as well as 
index tabs to each chapter. It tells you how to dis-assemble 
the Ozzie, gives electronic schematics, and cable connec- 
tions, as well as the differences between the various versions 
of the Osborne 1. It describes the Z-80 instruction set, and has 
Motorola’s descriptions of the important ICs (integrated cir- 
cuits). It also lists the ROM programs for the 1.3 and 1.4 BIOS! 
(Still, you say, | don’t know or care how to program in assem- 
bly language, and don’t have the slightest interest in the elec- 
tronic aspects of my Ozzie’s innards.) Well, this manual 
explains the revisions, and gives the escape sequences. It 
gives the video timing, and gives explanations of all the inter- 
faces on the front of the computer. I'll give the escape se- 
quences here so that you can get an idea of the useful stuff in 
the manual:

First, I'll review INVADERS. ($19.95) To quote the package: 
“INVADERS. By Robert Wesson. Thought your computer 
couldn't do this: Think again. Your screen becomes a fast-ac- 
tion video game. Alien creatures try to land; you try to hold 
them off with your space cannon as you dodge their bombs. 
Play it as it comes, or customize with 23 user-variable param- 
eters to increase the challenge; even design your own 
graphics.”’ 

This description is quite correct. It makes excellent use of 
the graphics of the Osborne, and is highly adaptable. To 
change it, you edit (non-document) another file (not the COM 
program) with WordStar. The parameters are listed in the file, 
and are explained further in the manual. It can go VERY fast, 
So fast that it is useless, and you can change the speed of 
ANYTHING. You can change the speed of the bombs, the bul- 
lets, the invaders, the mystery ships, the likelihood that a 
mystery ship will come, the speed of the cannon, and more. It 
keeps track of the high score in an (erasable) third file. 

Well, that's the good stuff. How, the bad. | have found one 
bug: the game sometimes leaves fragments of invaders on the 
screen when you hit them at the exact moment that they are 
moving a step down. There is also one major irritation: when 
the level increases to the fastest the program can handle, 
everything gets faster except your cannon. The bombs can be 
flying down while you can barely move your cannon at all. 
However, the major complaints | have are in its differences 
from normal programs like it. First, the invaders do not come 
down at the end of each line, but rather every so-many milli- 
seconds. Secondly, the controls are very different. You type 
“4” to move left, “6” to move right, and ‘‘5” to stop. Unless 
you press “5, you keep moving. This would work well with a 
joystick, which transmitted ‘5’ when it was in the center 
position, but it doesn’t work as well with the keyboard. 

Overall, this game is very good, and at $20.00 is inexpen- 
sive (Compared to games for other computers and video 
games). 


MYCHESS is a chess program ($34.95). To quote its pack- 
age: “CHAMPIONSHIP CHESS PLAYER’. Now you have the op- 
portunity to own a true world class micro chess program, with 
full graphics.

Again, this is quite correct. That is, as far as | can tell. (| 
don’t play chess [yet]; | bought it for my cousin and for me to 
learn on). It has very good graphics, and utilizes the half- 
intensity to represent one side, and full-intensity to represent 
the other. It can save a game in progress, continue a game 
later, and you can set up your own board. It doesn’t permit il- 
legal moves. It is very easy to move, and accepts castle 
moves. You can reverse the board, make a move without the 
computer making one in reply, do the same for the computer, 
be white or black, make the computer stop where it is thinking 
and move right then, have it suggest moves, and even play 
against itself. It also labels the board and printout with the 
names of the players (MYCHESS and Alphege, for example). It 
gives a history of computerized chess players. However, it al- 
lows just one queen. With the version that | have, you can also 
turn off the bell, change the clock speed (for timed moves), 
establish initialization and exit strings, and adapt the screen 
controls to any screen.

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Anyway, KEY.ASM when assembled with ASM.COM and 
made into KEY.COM with LOAD.COM, works like a charm. | 
liked it so much | decided to use it on my KayPro 10 which | 
use at work.

Definitions of LHLD: 


From Alan Miller’s book 8080/Z80 Assembly Language: 

Page 296: Load register L from the address referenced by the 
16-bit value nnnn. Load register H from the address 
nnnn + 1. 


Page 295: MOV A,M — Move the byte in the memory location 
pointed to by the HL register pair into register A. 


From 8080/8085 Assembly Language Programming by

For Printing Faster 
by Ken Mills 


There is no question that printing long files can tie up your 
computer for a long time. This is because the computer must 
control each character for the entire print sequence. There are 
two common methods of getting around this problem. The first 
method is a software print spooler, which is a fancy name for a 
program that allows the computer to do something else while 
a file is being printed. The spoolers work OK but | have run into 
some problems when using them. For instance, the WordStar 
contro! characters just drove one spooler crazy for some 
reason. Then, since it is a program, you can only use other 
programs that will not conflict with the spooler in memory or 
else one of them is going to lose out. The advantage of spool- 
ers is that they are cheaper than print buffers. 

| currently own a Quadram buffer with 80k of ram in it and 
can’t think of what | would do without it. A 26k file will dump to 
the buffer in just a few seconds and | can fully use my com- 
puter right away (or even turn it off). | have also added a 
printer selector switch from Radio Shack that allows me to se- 
lect between two printers so | can dump to the buffer and one 
printer then switch to the other printer for a different print job. 

If you are thinking of a buffer, | recommend the Quadram for 
several reasons. First of all, you can increase the RAM your- 
self and save quite a few dollars. The basic model comes with 
8k and expands to 512k max. The second reason | like the 
Quadram is that it has it’s own power supply and is not draw- 
ing from the printer (even though it is capable of doing this if 
you really want). The last reason is that the buffer comes in 
any combination of serial or parallel input and output ports. 
All you need to do is set the protocol if you are using serial 
communication for your printer and plug the power supply in. 
You just unplug your cable from the printer and plug it in the 
buffer. Then plug the buffer cable into your printer and you are 
set for rapid printing with minimum requirements on your 
computer.

Unadjusting SuperCalc Formulas 
by Wm. D. Loring 


One of the usually useful features of SuperCalc is the auto- 
matic adjustment of cell references in formulas whenever one 
of the referenced cells is moved. Unfortunately this particular 
feature cannot be turned off, even when it is not wanted. 
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For over a year | have been using SuperCalc to track moving 
averages on various security prices and market averages, 
using a program in which the formulas should remain con- 
stant but are in fact changed whenever the figures are up- 
dated. After manually reediting them for | don’t know how 
many times | finally realized there was an easier way. | 
grouped all the formulas in one block on the spreadsheet, then 
did a partial save to put them into a separate file. After updat- 
ing the figures it is a simple matter to load the separate file 
onto my spreadsheet (overwriting the adjusted formulas in the 
process) and then use “‘!”’ to make the new calculations (there 
is no point to using Auto calculation with the wrong formulas). 

Now that | have SuperCalc 2 with the X(execute) function | 
have been able to automate that process a command file: 
UP(date).XQT, as follows:

/mr11 (to move the newly entered data — Which |.

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When What You See is 


Not What You Want to Get 
by Dick Ezzard 


Using WordStar version 2.26 you can keep text files in a line 
width that is convenient for viewing and print them to paper at 


a different line width. Use the Merge dot commands which 


control line forming at print time. (Note that WordStar 3.3 does 
NOT support re-forming line widths at print time, an instance 
of the updated software being less featureful [sic] than the 
Original.) 

With a plain vanilla 01 typically you want to keep files at 52 
wide for screening and print at 65 wide. This works fine if you 
know how WordStar’s re-form algorithm goes and get pre- 
pared for it. You put dot commands in the file to instigate and 
control line forming at print time and print with the Merge 
command instead of the ordinary print module. 

The merge dot commands could be: 


.pf on [turns on print time line forming] 
.rm 65 [sets right margin] 
ls 2 [line spacing to double] 
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First attempts at print time line forming often run into a little 
trouble, especially if re-forming line width is also coupled with 
a change in line spacing. 

Then what may happen is that single-spaced 52 wide files 
print to paper double-spaced at 65 wide except that spacing 
between paragraphs is single spaced making paragraphs 
“stick together’. No good. 

The reason stems from the way re-form works, from cursor 
position to next “hard” carriage return. Problems arise if 
paragraphs are formatted in the original file to begin on the 
very next line following a hard carriage return (paragraph 
beginning indicated by indent). The re-form operation will 
chug along doing double spacing until it hits the hard carriage 
return at paragraph end. So far so good. 

But then re-form stops temporarily and the cursor drops 
down to the next line. That cursor drop down feature is built 
into WordStar as a convenience. But when on an automatic 
Operation, it immediately starts up again re-forming to the 
next paragraph end. Whoops! It did NOT re-form (double line 
space) between paragraphs. It just dropped down. 

Another way re-forming at print time may be screwed up is 
if a paragraph does not end with a hard carriage return. This 
could easily happen if you edited a file and made up a new 
paragraph by merely adding an indent (tab or spaces) and re- 
forming. Now you have what appears to be two paragraphs on 
the screen but with no hard carriage return as a Separator. 
When you do another re-form (say at print time) these two 
blobs of text are seen as one paragraph by WordStar and will 
be stuck together. 

The way around these re-form problems is to make it your 
policy to always double space between paragraphs in your 
Original ‘manuscript’ screen-tailored files. Always enter two 
hard carriage returns at the end of every paragraph. 

Such a format policy has a bonus side effect in that you will 
always be able to find paragraph ends/beginnings by search- 
ing for the double “N which distinguishes paragraph endings 
from normal line endings. 

If you prepare your text properly in anticipation of what 
WordStar is going to do later, re-form of line width at print time 
goes like a charm; automatically. 

Using WordStar 2.26 it is not necessary to re-form your raw 
files in the computer before re-forming them on paper. Files 
kept 52 columns wide and single spaced for convenient view- 
ing can be printed to paper in a different format and indeed, 
the same text file may be output in several different ways dur- 


ing its lifetime.

Osborne 1, BIOS Disk 


Speed-Up Patch, Version 2 
by Frank Muennemann 


It has been gratifying to see that quite a number of FOG 
readers read and tried out my ‘‘simple patch” to automatically 
speed up the Osborne 1’s disk seek function (FOGHORN, vol. \ll, 
no. 8, p. 33). Less gratifying has been the fact that most of the 
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written response has been negative, and of the ‘‘doesn’t work 
on MY Osborne” variety. Bob Beckham, of Kissimmee FL, 
called long distance (I live in California) and explained the na- 
ture of the problem. With about an hour’s worth of discussion, 
and incredible patience on Mr. Beckham’s part, we were able 
to kludge together a functioning patch for his Osborne 1 with 
80-column screen upgrade. What follows is a procedure 
which | hope will work for most Osborne 1 owners. 

This “version 2” patch requires the following: Osborne 1 
running CP/M version 2.2, with any BIOS, and any combina- 
tion of hard disk, double-density, screen upgrade, ram disk 
add-on’s. It MUST be running the Digital Research CP/M. If 
FAST.COM doesn’t work on your system, this patch most likely 
won't work either. If you have Siemens drives, not to worry; 
that will be taken care of, too. 

Prepare a disk with DDT.COM and SYSGEN.COM on it (a 
COPY of your utility disk is fine), and put it in drive A. Boot up 
the computer as usual. Get a pad of paper (at least 8 1/2 by 
10) and a reliable writing implement. You will have to write 
things down which must not be forgotten during the session. 
In the following session example, | use the following conven- 
tions so we all know who’s talking to whom, and why: 


1). User input is in bold lower case, computer responses are 
in UPPER CASE. If you leave the CAPS LOCK key off, it will be 
easier to tell your typing from the computer’s. 


2). — indicates user hits RETURN key, ~e indicates user 
hits control-c, and <reset> indicates that user presses reset 
button and then return. 


3). A hexadecimal number enclosed in exclamation signs, 
like !£103!, indicates a computer response which depends on 
your system configuration. The number inside the exclama- 
tion signs may be different for your system. The computer will 
NOT print the exclamation signs. 


4). Four identical lower case letters indicate a user re- 
sponse which should vary from system to system. My com- 
ments throughout the session indicate what YOU should type 
in place of the four letters. 


5). An ellipsis (“**) indicates I’ve omitted irrelevant com- 
puter response.

If there's no le- 
ver, you probably have Siemens drives (oh, well). If the lever is 
present, write down:

You're done. Press <reset>, and boot up the computer as 
usual. You should notice a change in the tone of the A drive’s 
burping noises as it loads the system. To transfer this souped- 
up BIOS to your other disks, use SYSGEN as described in the 
OCC USERS’S REFERENCE GUIDE. You can avoid having to re- 
enter the function key definitions and other SETUP param- 
eters if you follow the following procedure to modify a disk: 
Put the disk to be modified in drive A, and the disk generated 
by the above procedure in drive B. Make sure that the B disk 
has SETUP.COM on it, as well as DDT.COM and CPMX.COM.

This procedure holds the SETUP settings in memory while 
you put the modified BIOS on drive A (using SYSGEN), then 
copies them onto the disk (using SETUP) from memory. 

During this procedure, you have added or changed 4 in- 
structions in the computer’s operating system. The instruc- 
tions are commonly called ‘‘op-codes’, and _ their 
representations are called ‘mnemonics’. Following is some 
explanation of their purpose. 

First, the NOP mnemonic means ‘“‘no operation’’. This is a 
do-nothing instruction, and is represented in the machine's 
memory with a value of zero. You list the mnemonics at loca- 
tion 1F78 to be sure that whatever you’re replacing is not vital 
to the system. Usually NOP’s are instructions which are never 
aCtually executed. 

In assembly language, anything following a semicolon ona 
line is interpreted as a comment. This is exactly like the apos- 
trophe in MBASIC. Ill list the other four instructions, with 
comments as they would appear in an assembly language 
program: 


MVI A,000 ;move the immediate operand 
;00 (zero) into the A register 
STA OEF13H ;store the value in the A 
;register in memory cell EF 13h 
JMP OE4EDH  ; jump to location OE4EDH 


-and take instructions from 
- there. 


The first two instructions store the value 0 at location EF 13, 
which is where the Osborne 1 looks when it decides how fast 
to step the disks. A value of 0 here causes very fast track ac- 
cess, 1 causes slower (for Siemens) access, 2 is the value the 
ROM starts it out with, and 3 is very slow. 

A final word of warning: if your value of yyyy is FFOB, then 
you must be careful when assigning function key values with 
SETUP. This is because you have now patched the disk speed- 
up instructions at the end of the memory which is allocated to 
the function key definitions. This is 0.k., so long as the func- 
tion keys together don’t overlap the speed-up instructions. If 
your version of SETUP displays the number of characters left 
for function keys, make sure that there are always eight or 
more character positions left at all times while changing func- 
tion key assignments. This warning does NOT apply to those 
who had yyyy= OOOB. 
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It seems almost certain that SOMEONE will have a computer 
which does not accept the foregoing patch. If yours is one of 
them, may | suggest that you poke around with DDT, or get a 
copy of the Osborne 1 Technical Reference. When you do find 
out how to fix your problem, write a letter, 0.k.??!! There are 


probably others in your same situation.

A KEY.COM Patch 
by David E. Kemp, Ph.D. 


In the July, 1984 issue of FOGHORN, George O. Joseph 
submitted a nifty program which toggles the arrow keys from 
CP/M to WordStar and vice versa. 

This is really a convenient program, for as most readers 
know, it is a royal pain to do CP/M operations with the arrow 
keys configured for WordStar. It is particularly handy for Drive 
C: users, since it is quite likely that a user would have 
WordStar and CP/M programs stored on Drive C:. 

As Mr. Joseph pointed out, the pointer address for the ar- 
row-key location in his program is for unmodified double-den- 
sity machines. The pointer address for single-density, Rev 1.3 
machines is: E5/FH. Cognoscente will immediately recognize 
the 400H offset difference between Rev 1.3 and Rev 1.4. 

| had some problems with his “Data Bytes’ section. As 
listed, it produced a “Phase” error in the EQUATES for “CR” & 
‘LF’; a “Data” error in the DB lines. 

| am not an assembly language expert by any means, but it 
looked like two problems to me: (1) too much information to fit 
into one DB space, (2) an improper method for issuing CR’s 
and LF’s. 

At any rate, a fix was achieved by editing out the ‘‘CR’s”’ & 
“‘LF’s” from the DB statements. 

The new lines now read: 


MSG1 DB ‘WordStar Arrow’ Keys 
Installed,’ ‘$’ 

MSG2 DB CP/M Arrow Keys 
Installed,’ ‘$’ 


Maybe my diagnosis was wrong, but this fix eliminated the 
assembly errors, and the program runs like a champ. Of

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Using the Osborne 1 


Graphics With BASIC 
by Ed McCall 


The graphics capabilities of the Osborne 1 are not readily 
accessible and this can often be a frustrating situation for 
people who would like to use the various symbols and letters 
to create pictures, logos, and other graphic-related items. 
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After seeing the mouse type graphics on Apples, IBM's, and 
other machines | decided to try to write a fairly simple BASIC 
program which would use all characters (graphic and non- 
graphic) easily, have a cursor with free movement, and create 
a file which could later be accessed and subsequently added 
on to or subtracted from. These files could also be called up in 
other BASIC programs when wanted such as in video games, 
presentations, and any other of many various applications. A 
counter is displayed in the upper right hand corner when the 
program is in use, to allow the user to know exactly what 
screen memory location the cursor is located at that moment. 

The program is self explanatory. As an example, if one 
wanted to draw a solid line from one point to another located 
directly horizontal or vertical of the starting point, he would 
position the cursor at the start, hit ‘“Z’’, move the cursor to the 
end of the desired line, and hit “Z’” again. To erase a char- 
acter, position the cursor to the right or left of the desired era- 
sure and hit ‘‘E’’, followed by “L’ to erase the character to the 
left of the cursor or ‘‘R” to erase the character to the right of 
the cursor. In order to get a list of the various characters 
which one can use, the following short program can be used:

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More WordStar Patches 
by Stephen Eckelkamp 


Speed It Up 

| have been using the memory mapped video patch on my 
WordStar version 2.26 found in the FOG library (WSPATCH2). 
When | got my new version 3.3, | was very disappointed with 
its slow speed. It was even slower than the unpatched version 
2.26. | sent a complaint to Micropro. They sent back two 
patches to increase speed: DELCUS and DELMIS. | used the 
‘+’ patch option in Winstall to change both addresses to 
OOh and got a significant speed increase. | knew that DEL3 
was the length of the pause after pressing the first character 
of a two character command before the command menu ap- 
pears, so | set that to 35 (a very long pause to enable me to 
remember the second character before having to wait while 
the menu overlay is called up). DEL4 is the pause after the 
Sign-on message. | set it to 05h, which is just long enough for 
me to make sure | am using the right version. | don’t know 
what they do, but | set DEL1, DEL2, and DEL5 to 00h. Now my 
version 3.3 runs almost as fast as memory-mapped, and | still 
have half intensity. Micropro cautions that some terminals 
may lose characters or show garbage on the screen if these 
settings are too fast, but | haven’t had any problems. If you do 
have problems, just start increasing the values until the prob- 
lems disappear. 


Automatically Set The Printer Port and Toggle Autoscroll 

| often switch between WordStar and SuperCalc, or 
WordStar and dBASE Il. | have ManyKey, but it doesn’t turn 
the autoscroll on or off. WordStar needs it on, but Supercalc 
acts weird if scroll is on. The following patch turns autoscroll 
on when WS is called up and off on exit from within WordStar. 

| have both a daisy wheel printer, attached to my serial port 
and a dot-matrix printer, attached to my parallel port. They 
have different print control codes and features, so | have a 
version of WordStar patched for each. The overlay files don't 
contain any patches that | know of, so | just have two versions 
of WS.COM on the same disk, named WSP.COM (for parallel) 
and WSS.COM (for serial). Be sure to use the WINSTALL pro- 
gram to rename WordStar. If you use CP/M’s REN function, it 
will run, but can’t find itself back if you run a program from 
within WordStar. The following patch also sets the output port 
So you don’t have to use SETUP.

CAPS-LOCK KEY Repair 
by Gary Shaner 


several months ago the FOGHORN contained a brief article 
On fixing the pop up problem on the Osborne cap-lock key [AL- 
PHA LOCK, on my OAK keyboard, Osborne 1]. The article sug- 
gested using a small O-ring but did not go into detail on the 
mechanics of the repair. Frustration finally reached the break- 
ing point so | would like to pass on a simple means of making 
this repair. 

The problem results when the locking pawl on the cap lock 
key becomes so loose that it falls out of the cam track that 
holds the key in position. Anything that will apply a light pres- 
Sure to the cam follower and keep it in the track will correct the 
problem. | found that a 1/4” elastic ring used by orthodontists 
does an excellent job. These bands are more elastic than a 0- 
ring and easier to install. 

The first step is to unplug the keyboard from the computer. 
Then remove 4 screws on the bottom of the key board and 
Separate the keyboard and mask from the bottom. You may 
have to spring the mask out of the bottom with a screwdriver. 

Next remove 4 screws holding the keyboard to the mask. 
The two sets of screws are different lengths so keep track of 
the proper location. 
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Take a small screwdriver and remove the key caps from the 
cap lock key and surrounding keys. The key caps are just 
pressed onto the key assembly. Very light pressure applied 
under the cap will slip them off. 

You can now See the source of the problem. The cap lock 
differs from the rest of the keys because it has the locking fin- 
ger. The finger is next to the control key and inside the key 
return spring. The rubber band needs to be placed around the 
base of the key assembly so it pulls the finger against the key 
assembly. 

Now you need to get the rubber band to the base of the key 
without getting it around the spring. | used a piece of 3/4 cop- 
per pipe, anything that will slip over the key assembly will 
work. Put the rubber band around the guide tube and slip the 
tube over the key, touching the bottom of the keyboard. Push 
the rubber band off the bottom of the guide tube with a 
screwdriver and remove the guide. Next compress the spring 
upward from the bottom and work the band upward on key 
base until it applies pressure to the locking finger. Now work 
the spring down around the band into its normal position. 

Press the key caps back on and reassemble the two sets of 


screws. This will correct the problem until the band breaks.

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Textual Values 


in SuperCalc 2 
by Gary Shaner 


This is a Suggestion on using the TEXTUAL VALUE feature 
of SuperCalc 2 to improve your spreadsheets where you 
encounter the problem of missing data. 

Typically if you have a form that analyzes 5 years of histori- 
Cal data you will occasionally find that only 4 years are avail- 
able or one or two values are missing. Since we are normally 
interested in calculating ratios, sums and averages to analyze 
the information a few missing values can turn a spreadsheet 
into a meaningless display of ERROR values. For example:

The obvious advantage of the second form is the results are 
meaningful for the data available, and if the data is available in 
the future the results automatically reflect the new 
information. 

With the simple formulas in the first example, you must ei- 
ther estimate the missing values or blank the result cells 
which require the missing data. In either case adding the data 
later requires additional work. 

A comparison of the example contents is shown below.

The second form works because SuperCalc ignores text in 
the computation of values. By substituting a text character 
like * if the data is missing we can flag the missing data and 
enable SuperCalc to calculate the proper values for the avail- 
able data. 

The more complex formula doesn’t work well on large 
spreadsheets because it uses too much memory, and it really 
isn’t necessary when the data is always complete. | have 
found this option most useful with financial data where you 
want a preliminary look at the numbers before the results are 
complete, or where only 3 years of data are available and you 


normally use 5. 
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Patching Function Keys with DDT for 


SuperCalc Printer Setups 
by John Steele 


The control characters to toggle my Okidata printer be- 
tween 10 and 16 characters per inch cannot be generated as 
keystrokes on my Osborne keyboard (the required characters 
are~~ and ~}). Therefore they cannot be sent as a printer setup 
String using the Setup option of SuperCalc’s Output (/0) com- 
mand nor can they be directly set as function keys. 

An article in the April/May 1984 Portable Companion gave 
me enough information on function key storage to develop a 
simple patching procedure. | can now set function keys to 
control my printer pitch using SuperCalc’s Setup option as | 
output the spreadsheet. The steps are detailed below: 


anh, 


. First determine the character strings you need to send and 
what function keys you wish to assign the strings to. My 
Okidata uses 1Eh (~~) and 1Dh (~]) to select 10 and 16 pitch. 
| chose to send a two character string by following the con- 
trol character with a © and to assign the strings to function 
key 4 and 5 respectively. Make sure that SETUP and DDT 
are on your SuperCalc disk (or a disk in drive B).

. Use SETUP to create a dummy string of exactly the same 
length. The dummy string can use any characters, but it is 
a good idea to make the dummy string easily recognizable 
in DDT’s dump format. | assigned the strings 4 © and5 © 
to keys 4 and 5. 


3. Load DDT. Do not specify a filename after the DDT com- 
mand. Use DDT to find and the dummy strings you as- 
Signed to the function keys. The function keys can be 
located by using the pointer table located 6Bh bytes above 
the base of your BIOS (E16Bh for double density, E56Bh for 
single). | will assume double density; if you have single 
density, change all the E1’s to E5’s. 
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4. Dump the pointer table by entering the command DE16B. 
The first pair of bytes in the table (E16B and E16C) point to 
the start of storage for function key 0, the second pair of 
bytes point to the start of function key 1, etc. Read the first 
pair of bytes as an address, low byte first, and dump the 
address. In my system the first pair of bytes are A6h Eth, or 
the address E1A6h. The command DE1A6 will cause the 
entire function key storage area to be dumped to screen. 
Find the dummy strings you created and count bytes in the 
dump to determine the address. Use DDT’s S (set) option to 
change the dummy bytes at those addresses to the desired 
values in hex. When you have corrected the dummy strings, 
exit DDT. 


». Load SETUP and get the system from memory M option. 
Check that the function keys now contain the desired 
strings and save the system to the SuperCalc disk in drive 
A. The patch is now complete. 


| apologize for the complexity of this explanation and lack of 
a Clear example to follow, but you must find the addresses at 
which the desired function keys are stored in your system. 
This will vary with single/double density, ROM level, and the 
number of key strokes assigned to your function keys. You 
must follow the method and not a cookbook example. 

The new function keys may be used during SuperCalc out- 
put. After specifying the output range, choose the S(etup) op- 
tion of SuperCalc, not the P(rint) option. Set the width of the 
Output to be consistent with the character pitch you will 
specify. Select the S option (manual setup codes) and select 
the function key that will send the desired pitch control se- 
quence, then print the file. 

This function key patching technique is not limited to 
SuperCalc. It may be used to set function keys to include any 
characters that cannot be set using the normal SETUP 
routine.

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Printing Command 


Files From dBASE Il 
by John Gaudio 


One of the things that Ashton-Tate, in their infinite-wisdom, 
failed to give us, was a way to print command files from inside 
dBASE Il. It’s a real pain to leave dBASE and type command 
files from CP/M with the ~P option every time you need a hard 
copy. Here's a quick and dirty command file to use to print out 
your command files (and any other straight ASCII text files) di- 
rectly from dBASE. 

The trick is fairly simple. First, create a database structure 
Called BLANKTXT. It has one character field called LINE, typi- 
cally 80 characters long. If you anticipate lines in your text of 
more than 80 characters you can increase this width. The 
maximum field width is 254. 

Once you have this structure, the command file detailed be- 
low makes a copy of it (called TEXT), and asks you for the 
name of the file to be printed. It then appends each line of that 
Standard data file (SDF) to the database, one line per record. 
With this done we turn on the printer and use a simple loop to 
print out the file. Here it is.

Of course, this program assumes that BLANKTXT.DBF and 
PRINT.CMD are on the default drive, and that there is enough 
room on that drive for TEXT.DBF. You'll need approximately 1K 
for every 12 lines of text, including blank lines, plus half a K 
for overhead. (12 lines times 81 characters per record = 
approximately 1K.) The comments lines starting with an “, are 
for clarification and don’t have to be entered for the program 
to work. 

Once you have this program on your machine, just type: 


DO PRINT — 


at the dBASE || dot prompt. You'll then be asked for the 
“NAME OF FILE TO PRINT?$EN”’ Answer that question with: 


PRINT.CMD > 


and you're on your way. 

With a few simple modifications, the program above can be 
used to number most standard text files. Convert WordStar 
Document files to standard text files by first taking out all 
semicolons, dot commands, and print commands. Then use 
PIP with the Z option to create a new copy of the file with the 
extension TXT. Semicolons are actually valid characters in 
most standard text files, but Ashton-Tate has done it to us 
again--dBASE Il just can’t handle them. 

You hardcore hackers might consider using this to create 
self-modifying code or program generators written in dBASE 
ll. It's just a matter of combining what we've done here with 
the SET ALTERNATE commands and a little imagination.

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dBASE — Modify Structure 
by Ed Johnson 


Have you ever wanted to modify the structure of a large 
database when there is not enough space on the disk to copy 
the file? 

As you know, the data is lost when you MODIFY STUCTURE 
in dBASE and it is necessary to have a backup copy to append 
the data into the new modified structure. Your normal program 
disk in drive A might not have enough room. But with only 
183K on double density and a database of say 120K it can be 
done. The same is true of single density where a smaller file is 
concerned. 

The DBASE.COM and DBASEOVR.COM on drive A takes up 
59K and the system 18K but the other files on my dBASE disk 
bring this up to 174K, leaving only 9K. So, here’s what to do: 


1. Make a backup copy of your database disk. 


2. Format two blank disks and install COPYSYS. (SYSGEN 
with Osborne I). 


3. Copy dBASE onto these disks by using the command PIP 
B:=A:DB* .COM[V] >. This will place DBASE.COM and 
DBASEOVR.COM on your disk that already has the CPM 
system and 77K will be used, leaving 106K to work with on 
each disk.

When | accepted the job of the Osborne 1 Librarian, | had no 
idea what a mammoth task Jim Woolley had accomplished (to 
help put his job in proper perspective, FOG is attempting to re- 
place him with twelve librarians). 

Now that | have a little experience under my belt | have 
some suggestions for those making submissions. | am sure 
that these comments will help the librarians in the other sec- 
tions as well. 

When preparing the disk for submission use the name orig- 
inally given to the program by its author. If you don’t know the 
original name, at least don’t change it anymore. Document 
what the program does. No program can be released to the 
FOG library without documentation. If you have the source 
code available send it. Before you seal the envelope on the 
diskette run CRCK.COM on the programs. Finally make sure 
your name, address and phone number are included with the 
submission. All these suggestions would speed up the pro- 
cess of verifying a program, making sure it does what it is 
Supposed to and does not duplicate something already in the 
library. 

CURSOR.COM (AQM and DOC) were received from George 
Joseph of Houston, Texas. CURSOR allows selection / dif- 
ferent cursor configurations on the 0-1 with Nuevo 80 column 
upgrade. The selection program is menu driven and will run 
from within WordStar with the -R- command. 

DFDZCPR.AQM (DOC and SPR) are Drive C: compatible ver- 
sions of ZCPR. These submissions were received from Drive 
C: with the notice that they have tested this version and it 
works with all 0-1 Drive C: units. Drive C: cannot support the 
Public Domain version. Furthermore | didn’t have the nec- 
essary hardware for testing, so you’re on your own. | would 
appreciate hearing from someone who tries this set of pro- 
grams out. 

FK.COM and DQC by Joel Guerra allows the user to examine 
and modify current function key definitions, load a new set of 


SFK definitions (without rebooting) and load modify and store - 


8 internal sets of SFK definitions. The author states that the 
program runs on all standard 0-1 ROM versions but | have 
only tested it on 1.44. 
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M7OSCP-5.AQM and MX0-0C10.AQM are the 0-1/Comm- 
Pac modem overlays for Modem 740 and Mex. | have test the 
Modem 7xx version with MDM740 and it indeed runs as ad- 
vertised. Modem 7 even acts like Modem / when you are 
through. 

OSBDDD.COM is the Osborne Dysan Disk Diagnostic pro- 
gram. The program has been released to public domain but re- 
quires the special disk from Dysan for full diagnostic 
capabilities.

TOPIC: MAXIMUL MAX Utilities and Misc. Files 

This disk contains several MAX-80 demo programs (includ- 
ing graphics!) and other useful programs and files from 
MAXIMUL (the MAX-80 Independent Microcomputer Users 
League). Remember that any file with a Q in the middle of its 
extension is squeezed!! You must use the -Q option of NULU or 
the Q option of NSWEEP to unsqueeze them. Also note that 
several programs on this disk require the MicroSoft® BASIC 
interpreter to run!! A brief description of the contents follows: 


BDOSLOC.AQM (and .COM) is a short program designed to 
find the location of BDOS in the CP/M 2.2 operating system on 
MAX for ZCPR. | have not tried it under 3.0. 

BENCH.BAS is a benchmark program used by Lobo to 
check out the MAX-80. 

CHRSET.BQS is a utility program which allows you to more 
easily define characters for MAX’s programmable character 
Set. 

CMDCOM.BQS is a program to modify a /CMD file from a 
Radio Shack® environment to CP/M. Please note: this is NOT a 
TRSDOS-CP/M conversion utility! 

MAXGRAP1.LQR (NOTE IT 1S SQUEEZED!!) is several pro- 
grams which exploit MAX’s graphics capability (it is PIXEL 
mapped, NOT block graphics!!) This is something you should 
try! 

MAXLETTR.LQR is a series of newsletters from MAXIMUL 
concerning MAX. All MAX owners should have access to 
these and any others which are written . . . | got them through 
a bulletin board. 

MEMTEST.COM is the memory tester used by Lobo. 

TPA3.COM is a short utility program which determines how 
large your TPA is in MAX. As far as | know, it works in almost 
any machine, but was targeted for MAX. 

TURNKEY.COM (and .MQC) is a nice utility that allows you 
to specify a start-up command for MAX; just type TURNKEY 
command and that command will happen whenever you cold 
boot. To remove the command, just type TURNKEY. Very 
usefull! | 

VFUZZY.BAS and VSMALL.BAS are two programs dem- 
onstrating the programmable character set of MAX. You have 
to see these to believe them . . . Don’t adjust your monitor 
when you run these; the only way to remove them is to cold 
boot. Be prepared for a shock!! 

WSKB.COM (and .MAC) is a utility which reconfigures your 
MAX arrow keys for WordStar®. Again, useful, but | did it with 
XCONFIG myself. You might try them for size. 
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XFUNC.AQM is a program which allows you to reprogram 
your F3 and F4 function keys.

It provides many nice features, such as automatic 
searching of AO: for programs, constant display of drive and 
user area in the prompt, several built-in commands such as 
LIST which sends output to the LST: device, and so on. The 
source and documentation are in this library, plus a .HEX file 
which you can immediately configure your MAX with. Be 
SURE to read all supplied docs, as this program is rather 
complicated.

TOPIC: MEX (Modem Executive) for MAX (part 1) 

This disk contains the MEX communications program con- 
figured for the MAX-80. Thanks to Hal Hostetler for the pro- 
gram and the conversion. MEX offers several extensions to the 
MDM xx series of programs; you have the ability to configure 
MEX almost any way you wish and save the reconfigured file 
from MEX itself; Hal’s work allows use of either port A or B; 
and much more as described in the .HLP file. Please take time 
to read all documentation supplied with MEX; also, be sure to 
look at the MX0-LO15.ASM file as this is where you can con- 
figure MEX to default to whatever port, baud rate, etc. 

The second disk in this set (-FOG/MAX.009) will contain 
the MEX documentation proper. There was not room here to 
include it.

Computing Elapsed 


Time in BASIC 
by Author Unknown 


Have you ever wanted to compute elapsed time in a BASIC 


program or determine the time of day ? The following explana- | 


tion is how | used the clock in CP/M 3 [Osborne Executive] to 
count the seconds it took my children to complete twenty 
math problems. 

The first MBASIC program shows how to read the locations 
(in CP/M 3) that house the time bits. The operating system 
stores the time bits in locations F8F6, F8F7 and F8F8. It’s easy 
to read these locations but the contents have to be decoded. 
The way in which the system counts to sixty is not exactly 
Straight forward. It starts at 0 and counts up to 9, then it jumps 
to 16 and counts up to 25 and so on. The counting sequence is 
as follows: 


COMPUTER SECONDS 
0 to 9 = 0 to 9 

16 to 25 = 10 to 19 

32 to 41 = 20 to 29 

48 to 57 = 30 to 39 

64 to 73 = 40 to 49 

80 to 89 = 50 to 59 


The following program works around this counting 
sequence:

All we have done up to this point is break out the computers 
Count for hours, minutes and seconds. We now have to decode 
and compute the actual time. In this explanation we will only 
look at the seconds equation (SEC), keeping in mind that the 
hours (HRS) and minutes (MIN) equations work the same way. 
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60 SEC=(FIX(S/16)*10)+(S-( 16*F1X(S/16))) 
70 MIN=(FIX(M/16)*10)+(M-(16*FIX(M/16))) 
80 HRS=(FIX(H/16)*10)+(H-( 16*FIX(H/16))) 


[ Decode seconds ] 
[ Decode minutes ] 
[ Decode hours j 


SEC=(FIX(S/16 ) 10) +(S-=( 16" F EX(S716))),) 


The left part of the formula (FIX(S/16)* 10) computes the 
ten’s of seconds. For instance, if S equal’s 68, this equation 
computes 68/16 = 4.25. The FIX function rounds this off to 
4. So 4 times 10 equals 40. At this point we have decoded the 
tens of seconds. 


SEC=(FIX(S/16)*10)+(S-(16*FIX(S/16))) 


The units are computed by the second equation (S- 
(16*FIX(S/16))). We will start again with 68/16 equals 4.25 
and the FIX function rounds it off to 4. The next step is to take 
4 times 16 which equals 64 and then subtract it from the 68. 
This will give us the units. If we add the first and second equa- 
tions together we get 44 seconds. The example below works 
through this equation: 


SEC=(FIX(S /16)*10)+(S -(16*FIX(S /16))) 
=(FIX(68/16) *10)+(68-(16*F1X(68/16 ))) 
=(FIX( 4.25)*10)+(68-(16*FIX( 4.25))) 


=( 4 *10)+(68-(16* 4 ~~ )) 
=( 40 )+(68-( 64 )) 
= 40 )et 4 ) 
= 44

With the availablity of Media Master from 
DG/Systems, most members do not need the more 
expensive UNIFORM. While the two programs are 
Similar in purpose, there are some important dif- 
ferences. Media Master will work on the Executive, 
UNIFORM will not.

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The First Osborne Group (FOG) has been formed as a User’s Group for persons using or interested in portable computers and/or the CP/M disk operating system with 
related software. In December of 1984, there were over 15,000 members from around the world. Most attend meetings at over 300 locations. 

Computer systems owned or used by members include the Osborne 1 (single and double density), the Osborne Executive, all models of the Morrow MicroDecision, the Zorba, 
all models of the KayPro, the Televideo, the Micromate, the Lobo Max, the Osborne Vixen, and many others. Special interest groups being organized to augment a network of 
local group meetings include dBASE II, ham radio, Personal Pearl, etc. 

Dues in FOG are $24.00 per year. This entitles each member to a copy of the FOGHORN each month as well as access to the disk library and the RBBS-RCP/M network systems. 
Local group meetings are open to the public without charge although access to the disk library is restricted to the membership. The FOG library contains only software 
copyrighted for the public domain. Piracy (the copying of proprietary software) is strongly condemned. 

In the United States, the FOGHORN is normally mailed by non-profit bulk mail. (FOG is a corporation in the state of California and has obtained its non-profit, tax exempt status 
from both the state and federal governments.)
